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SUMMARY. 

The article on dangerous burning 
Oils shows that our position ou this 
subject previously outlined, has been 
maintained after a full investigation. 
We comment on the views of a British 
consul relative to the prospects of Rus- 
sian Petroleum; he gives a gloomy pic- 
ture of American competition and fol- 
lows it up with an opinion in a similar 
strain on the Russian side of the ques- 
tion; the fact that exports of American 
oil are increasing, fail to confirm the 
pessimist views of the Consul. The 
Window Glass situation is in statu quo; 
efforts have been made to break the 
dead-lock between manufacturers and 
operatives, but without result and im- 
porters of Glassin the meantime are 
benefitting from the strike. There is 
no longer a combination on Red Lead, 
and buyers’ find an open market to 
dealin. Pig Lead has been weakened 
in price by the buyers being overstock- 
ed and consequently having no wants 
to supply. The Naval Stores trade 
will be interested in the comments on 
alleged irregularities in the sales 
of rosins. Paraffine Wax is a very 
cheap article, and some points are 
given to show its probable future 
course. Palm Kernels are not import 
ed here for their oil, but to be shipped 
to English ports for crushing from 
whence the soap stock is sent to the 
United States. Importers find this a 
good time to protest against the 
annoyances of the New York Customs 
house, while the new collector is inaug- 
urating much needed reforms, and a 
very good suggestion from a leading 
business house will be found embodied 
in two articles on our editorial pages. 


The average oil man is a good sort of 
& person, and we give him proper 
credit by showing up his ine» hanstible 
scent for petroleum aud his perambu- 
lations in different fields in quest of 
the coveted money maker. Some very 
necessary rules in handling petroleum 
lamps have been issued by the Com 
mercial Association of Dresden. The 
owners of an oil well in Pennsylvania 
are threatened with a big suit for dam- 
ages, because they polluted a creek in 
the vicinity with salt water from the 
well. Oil prophets are by no means 
scarce, and they manage to eke out a 
living by locating in imagination the 
oil belts by either smelling the atmos- 
phere or by au indicator. A writer 
who has been over the various oil fields 
with the view of adding to his fund of 
knowledge, gives the result of his ob- 
servations. A new substance for 
thickening mineral lubricating oils is 
referred to, but itis not a recent dis- 
covery so far as American compound- 
ers are concerned. 

Manufacturers of oleomargarine are 
justly protesting against the imposi- 
tion of a tax on oleo oil, which is used 
by them to a large extent. An inter. 
view is given with a wholesale drug- 
gist of Pittsburg on comparative 
values. Our soap department con- 
tains articles on transparent glycerine 
soap without spirit, the practical use 
of medicated soaps, and the soap trade 
of Turkey. The German stearine in- 
dustry isin a very depressed state on 
account of over-production. The Eug- 
lish alkali trade has a gloomy outlook 
and provokes comment. Directions 
for the manufacture of chloroform are 
given from a German source, but may 
not be fresh to American manufactur- 
ers. A geologist’s theory of earth- 
quakes, is to the effect that they are 
caused by the pressure of natural gas 
against the crust of the earth. Georgia 
requires a tax to be paid on bitters or 
other compounds containing liquor, 
much to the disgust of consumers and 
traders. A new use for ozokerite has

railroad ties. The alcohol pool diffi- 
eulties have been adjusted again 
and this once uuhappy commercial 
family will have no more parrot and 
monkey experiences until the next time.

RUSSIAN PETROLEUM. 


The British Consul at Batoum a few 
months ago made a report to his Gove 
ernment on the condition of the petro- 
leum industry of Russia. This report 
was not made public, but a synopsis 
was in the possession of several inter- 
ested parties. Recently, however, it 
was deemed best to allow the repo 
to be published in its entirety. It 
proves to be an interesting document, 
and although some of the conclusions 
of the Consul may not be sound, the 
report as a whole is of value. The re- 
port deals with the rush of capitalists 
and speculators to the petroleum dis- 
tricts and of the fortunes these investors 
expected to realize, they basing their 
hopes of wealth on the theory that 
they could as readily drive the Ameri- 
ean product out of the markets of 
Europe as it had already been driven 
out of Russia. In this they were dis- 
appointed owing to difficulties which 


Consul Peacock mentions the fact that 
“their competitors on the other side of 
the Atlantic were already ruling the 
petroleum trade in Europe in virtue of 
long-established and pertectly organ- 
ized connections, and besides were 
furnished with financial means greatly 
superior to those of this country.” 
This, however, is only a temporary 
difficulty, and one which, in view of 
the fact that the Rothschilds of Paris 
have purchased the property and 
works of one of the largest firms, that 
of the Caspian & Black Sea Petroleum 
Company, may be speedily remedied. 
The fact is, the oil business in Russia, 
both producing and refining, is at 
present in that transition state which 
all new enterprises of similar character 
undergo. First comes the rush of 
capital, not thoroughly organized, the 
production is pushed to an unwar- 
ranted limit without adequate outlet, 
the original investors do not realize 
the vast wealth they were led to ex- 
pect, and the reaction comes. This, 
crudely and briefly, may be stated to 
be the position. But following this 
will come wiser action, and as there is 
no lack of capital, this properly em- 
ployed will develop the business and 
bring order out of the chaotic con- 
dition described by the Consul. At 
the present time there may not be 
much to fear, but that Russian oil 
stands as a menace to our monopoly of 
the European markets must be patent 
to any mind unbiassed by personal 
interest. 

The arrival in London of the first 
cargo of Russian petroleum shipped in 
bulk, on board the steamer Sviet, is an 
experiment not to be lightly passed 
over. The quantity was about 13,000 
barrels and the quality is said to be 
far superior to that of auy heretofore 
gent from the Back Sea. About two 
years ago the facilities for transport of 
petroleum were improved by the gov- 
ernment, and legislative action was 
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tak-u to fester the export of Russiav 
ol!. These measures stimulated trade, 
although it has not as yet seriously 
affected the exports of American oil. 
That strenuous efforts are made and 
will continue to be made, to supplant 
American oil in European markets, 
there can be no question, and our only 
hope of retaining the prestige we have 
gained is through the superior illu- 
minating power of our oil and the low 
price at which it is being produced. 
To show the great strides being made 
in the export of the Russian product, 
we give the following figures which 
show the amount of petroleum ex- 
ported from Baku to Russian and 
other markets during the years 18838 
and 1885, respectively da

Since 1876 over 800 wells have been 
added to those already in existence, 
and the yearly production of crude oil 
has increased from 80,000,000 to 575,- 
000,000 gallons. There are at the pres- 
e1t time 136 refineries, of which the 
twelve largest are furnished with 216 
stills, capable of producing yearly 
45,000,000 gallons of refined oil. For 
storing crude oil there are reservoir 
capable of holding 60,000,000 gallons, 
and for storing refined oil at ihe Te- 
horni Gorodok there are iron tanks 
with a capacity for 20,000,000 gallons. 
The number of tank cars on the rail- 
way is now 900, each holding in bulk 
8,000 gallons. The number of tank 
steamboats on the Caspian is 29, of 
from 260 to 930 tons each, the total 
tonnage amounting to 985,000. There 
are besides two specially-constructed 
tank sailing vessels of 750 tons each, 
and 170 vessels, steam and sailing 
ships, carrying exclusively petroleuw 
products. If this state of the Russian 
oll industry may not be considered a 
menace to our supremacy in the Euro- 
mean markets and in those of the far 
East, it must be that cavilers wilfully 
shut their eyes to the facts, because 
they find them unpleasant to contem- 


piate. 


THOSE “ DANGEBOUS” OILS. 

In the issue of the REPORTER of 
Sept. 8 we took occasion to refer to the 
sensational report published in a Pitts- 
burg contemporary, in which it called 
attention to “the alarming number of 
accidents that have recently occurred 
from the explosion of lamps in which 
refined petroleum is used as the illum- 
inating agent.” We then stated it as 
our opinion that the report was grossly 
exaggerated and that the facts did 
not warrant this sweeping assertion; 
and, further, that if there were an in- 
crease in the number of accidents they 
‘were undoubtebly due to carelessness 
on the part of the consumers, whose 
familiarity through long use has 
caused them to relax the most common 
precautions. Our opinion has since 
been fully sustained by investigations 
put on foot by the editor of the Pitts- 
burg Leader, who sent reporters to 
purchase oil in different sections of the 
city and caused them to be tested by 
the official oilinspectors of Allegheny 
county. It appears from these tests, 
which must be accepted as settling the 
question whether inferior or adulterat- 
ed oils are sold in Pittsburg, that not 
one of the samples fell short of the 
legal test, and nearly all of them 

showed a higher flash test than is re- 
quired by the petroleum law of Penn- 
sylvania. The oils tested were from 
the refineries of Arbuckle, Holdship & 
Irwin, D. P. Reighard, Standard Oil 
Company, Warden & Oxnard, 8. M. 
Willock, and others, all refiners of 
reputation, whose products are above 
the suspicion of evasion of legal re- 
quirements, This pute a quietus on 
the charge of selling dangerous oils, 























but the report has done harm and was 
an injustice doubtless not intended by 
the scribe anxious to pen a sensational 
article for his journal. We are pleased 
to record this complete vindication of 
the Pittsburg refiners, the product of 
nearly all of whom were represented in 
the tests ordered by the Leader. The re- 
quirement of the Pennsylvania law is 
that oil shall not burn under a temper- 
uture of 120 degrees Fahrenheit. Such 
an oil is safe, though very careless peo- 
ple,and those who persistin the insane 
practice of filling their lamps while 
burning, should go back to the use of 
sperm oil or candles. No amount 
of protective legislation will avail to 
prevent accidents to people who are 80 
foolhardy in the use of an inflammable 
article, and if there are many such 
among the readers of the journal 
which published the seusational re- 
port it would subserve their interests 
better by teaching them how to prop- 
erly handle the oil, rather than alarm 
them by printing unfounded reports 
of the dangerous character of the oils 
they use,

PALM KERNELS. 

A correspondent seems anxious to 
know if the importations of palm 
kernels from Africa which are recorded 
in the REPORTER almost every week, 
go into consumption here. We have 
been asked before what disposition is 
made of them. Last week the receipts 
of palm kernels at this port were val- 
ued at $2,000 and a considerable quan- 
tity arrived previously. In making 
inquiry for our correspondent, we were 
informed that a New York drug house 
used the kernels in medicinal prepara- 
tions, or the fatty substance as a base 
for ointments, salves, &c. If such is 
the case, the amount used is trifling 
compared to what is consumed by soap 
manufacturers. It is understood that 
nearly all the palm kernels imported 
into the United States are sent from 
here to Liverpool and elsewhere on the 
Continent to be crushed for the white 
soap stock which is sent to this aud 
other markets. Some enterprising 
capitalists who understood the busi- 
ness and commanded a good trade for 
soap stocks, undertook to establish a 
factory in Boston for manufacturing 
palm kernel oil, but after all the plans 
were watured and the contract award- 
ed for erecting suitable works, it was 
discovered that only sufficient kernels 
could be secured to run the factory 
three months in the year, and for this 
reason the scheme was abandoned. 
The same parties have since congratu- 
lated themselves on their narrow es- 
cape from a heavy loss, as since that 
time prices have declined to some ex- 
tent and the Boston market has been 
burdened with heavy stocks of palm 
oil up to the present period. Palm 
kernel oil bears no resemblance to 
palm oil, and is held at one-quarter 
and one-haifa cent per pound above 
the latter. Its chief competitor is

ALLEGED IRREGULARITIES IN 
THE SALE OF ROSIN. 


The naval stores trade of this city 
has been considerably exercised of late 
over reported irregularities in certain 
transactions in rosin whieh it is believ- 
ed would not bear the light of investi- 
gation. The REPORTER has taken 
great pains toget at the bottom of the 
affair, but has found the matter so 
complicated with persdnal jealousies, 
that a clear solution was most difficult 
to arrive at. As only innuendoes have 
been made, the work was rendered the 
more unsatisfactory and we have been 
able to obtain only the bare outline of 
the case, or rather cases, for it appears 
that the practices complained of have 
not been confined to one individual or 
occasion, if the reports we receive fair- 
ly represent the matter. Ithas always 
been the practice in this market to sell 
rosin graded in the South on a ten per 
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cent, inspection here of the invoice. 
Thus if one hundred barrels of a cer- 
tain grade of rosin are purchased, the 
sale is made on the first ten barrels 
which come to the inspector in the 
yard, and the purchaser takes the lot 
on the basis of the result of this inspec- 
tion, without further question. 


way for irregularities which it is alleg- 
ed certain dealers have not been slow 
to avail themselves of. 
be seeu that if one hundred barrels of 
rosin are shipped to this market from 
the South on #n order for export, for 
instance, and only ten barrels of the 
lotare tested, the seller by taking the 
chances of the higher grade or grades 
reaching tke inspector first, is afforded 
a@ good opportunity ef working in a 
large percentage of inferior goods. If 
by chance some of the low grades are 
drawn in the ten per cent. sample,a 
little plausible explanation will cover 
the appearance of intention to deceive. 
As many of the purchasers of the goods 
80 sold are not well enough acquainted 
with the different grades of rosin to be 
able to detect, for instance, the differ- 
ence between “F” and "'G,” or “‘G" and 
“H,” the seller's chances of escaping 
detection when the goods are deliver- 
ed, are, if the inspector happens to fav- 
or him, so good as to offer agreat temp- 
tation to persist in the practice. An- 
other method pursued for the purpose 
of covering up this sort of deceit is the 
obliteration of the grade mark, after 
the rosin has been inspected, by sten- 


the seller’s name. These practices, it is 
reported, have been indulged in toa 
considerable extent of late and have 
become 80 flagrant as to attract the 
general attention of the trade, but to 
just what extent the alleged delin- 
quents are culpable does not appear 
as no specific charges have been made 
and the cases spoken of have been set- 
tled to the satisfaction of the buyer. 
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This method of inspection opens the

The fault appears to lie in the 


method of inspection adopted by the 
trade of the city, and, though it does 


not excuse those who are tempted to 
take advantage of it, is without 
doubt the chief cause of much of the 
irregularity complained of. We un- 


derstand that in all the Southern 


ports from which rosin is shipped all 
goods are sold on @ one-hundred-per- 
cent. inspection. This inspection is 
made on standards fixed by the trade 
of this city, but, as the Bouthern in- 
spectors are reported to allow their 
samples to deteriorate by exposure, 
the results of their inspections are not 


accepted as satisfactory here. Conse-! 


quently the goods are reinspected at 
this port by the ten-per-cent. system. 
If the one-hundred-per-cent. inspec- 
tion were adopted by the New York 
trade no further opportunity would 
be afforded for the display of the pe- 
cullar shrewdness to which we have 
alluded above, but on the score of ex- 
tra expense the trade neglects to take 
this precaution, and unless buyers ex- 
ercise greater care in the personal in- 
spection of their purchases, and keep 
themselves well posted on the charac- 
ter and appearance of the different 
grades they are liable to impositions, 
provided, of course, there are any 
black sheep in the trade, who, as al- 
leged, have more regard for their 
pockets than for their commercial 
reputation.

THE FUTURE OF PARAFFINE WAX. 

A hope has been entertained that 
parafilne wax values would advance as 
the cooler weather approached, and 
some holders have been anticipating 
the larger demand incident to the 
change in seasons by stiffening thoir 
views. It would seem as if the future 
course of paraffine wax had already 
been marked out and that instead of 
manufacturers enjoying a little better 
margin on their goods, the contrary 


would be the case: The downward 





































































tendency has characterized the market 
for some time, and instead of fluctua 

tions in price according to supply and 
demand, the buyers have been con- 
stantly favored. It ought to be a well 
known fact by this time that the pro- 
duction of paraffine wax is greater 
than at any time within the history of 
the article, and that larger surplus 
stocks exist in Europe than the manu- 
facturers and dealers know what to do 
with. This condition of affairs prac- 
tically closes the foreign outlet for 
American crude wax, which was an 
important channel in former years, 
and domestic manufacturers have ac- 
cepted the only alternative of refining 
their crude product; and having learn- 
ed more economy in this branch from 
experience, they are enabled to sell 
prime hard refined wax of one hun- 
dred and thirtysix melting point at nine 
anda half and ten cents per pound— 
which is quite a decline within the 
past two years. There is astrong prob- 
ability that as they continue to re- 
duce the cost of production, prices will 
be lowered accordingly. Manufactur- 
ers have been forced by circumstances 
to work on a narrow margin of profit 
and to find Ways and means of even 
netting this small profit, but they seem 
satisfied that cheap wax will stimulate 
consumption and thus give them a 
reward in having more business to 
transact. They expect to see it pre- 
ferred for candle stock instead of 
stearic acid and other by-products; the 
substitution is becoming general in 
England on account of the low values, 
and it may be only a question of time 
when a similar change will be inaugu- 
rated here. The paraffine wax market 
has remained stationary for months 
and if prices recede further, it will be 
gradual and hardly noticeabk.

THE DEPRESSION IN PIG LEAD. 
Although reports from the West are 


of anature calculated to uphold the 
market, pig lead is undeniably weak, 
not only here, but in all of the princi- 
pal markets. The statistical position 
so far as the future is concerned, is said 
to be a strong one, and with anything 
like a good consuming demand or a lit- 
tle speculative purchasing the market 
would probably advance to a consider- 
able extent. But both speculators and 
eonsumers give the market a wide 
birth, the former because they see no- 
thing in the position to warrant a more 
active interest and the latter because 
they have more lead now than they 
know what to do with. 
roders, who are among the largest buy- 
ers, have had avery dull season so far, 
and there is nothing encouraging in 
the outlook for them. 
now so far advanced and trade remains 
so dull, that there is little prospect of 
disposing of the lead in beds, not to 
mention that which is still in the pig.

It is intimated that some of these cor- 


roders are anxious to dispose of a part 
of their holdings before cold weather 
sete in as they see very little chanee of 
getting rid of itthrough their ordinary 
channels of trade in the corroded form. 


All this has a most depressing effect 
upon the market and prices are gradu- 
ally declining toward the four and one- 
half eent point. 

Still the Western dealers maintain a 
spirit of cheerfulness and affect to see 
inthe future very encouraging signs 
of a revival of business and advise 
their customers to keep themselves 
thoroughly posted so as to be pre- 
pared for a sudden rise.. One of these 
dealers in a recent circular expresses 
the belief that the apathetic condition 
of the market is only temporary, and 
believes that as fall adyances higher 
prices may be reached, while admitting 
that the key to the future depends 
very largely upon the purchases of the 
corroders, Another dealer who has 
heretefore taken a cheerful view of the 
situation characterizes pig lead as a 
drug in the market whose pear future 
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course itis difficult to foreshadow. He 
intimates, however, that a change is 
likely to occur at any moment and 
that a better demand will be created 
soon. ’ 


The situation at present so far as we 
have been able to gather may be sum- 
med up ina few words. The corroders 
and other manufacturers believing that 
the fall trade was to be unusually good 
this year bought largely through the 
summer, and now that the fall has 
come and the consuming trade has 
failed to materialize they find them- 
selves overburdened with stock and in 
no position to further lessen the sur- 
plus in the hands of producers and 
dealers. So long as this surplus exists 
we are likely to have low prices and 
after it is disposed of it will be time to 


epeculate upon the future of the mar- 
ket.

COLLAPSE OF THE RED LEAD 
COMBINATION. 

There is an open market on red lead. 
The association of manufacturers for 
the regulation of prices, which was 
organized a little over four months 
ago, has been dissolved owing, as in- 
timated in our last. to irregularities in 
Boston. While it lasted, the associa- 
tion was productive of much good, 
though we understand that it has had 
forsome time a rather precarious ex- 
istence. The dealers, who of all inter- 
ested, profited most by the uniform 
prices which the rules of the associa- 
tion entailed, should have been among 
its strongest supporters, but it was 
through them, or rather throvgh cer- 
tain members of the jobbing trade, 
that the controling influence was re- 
moved. Some time ago it was ascer- 
tained that certain jobbers were not 
only underselling the regular associa- 
tion price of six and one-half cents less 
two and a half per cent., but were 
shipping red lead at bottom prices 
with freight prepaid to points not 
covered by the association agreement. 
These facts were not made public until 
a few days ago, and even then it was 
not so clearly understood as to prevent 
the mistake of confounding the irregu- 
larity with an irregularity in the white 
lead market as will be seen by reference 
to our last review of the market. An 
investigation of the matter brings to 
light the fact that at least two firms of 
jobbers in Boston have been led by 
sharp competition into a violation of 
the rules of the red lead as 
sociation on the lines above 
mentioned, and as it seemed to 
be impossible to readjust matters on a 
satisfactory basis the agreement regu- 
lating prices was declared off. It was 
intimated that the cutting of prices by 
these dealers was encouraged by some 
Western manufacturers who were tired 
of the bonds which held them down toa 
fixed priceand kept them within a pre- 
scribed territory, but we have no defi- 
nite information to that effect. At any 
rate there seems to be an understanding 
among the Eastern manufacturers, in 
which those of the West have no part 
to maintain a uniform price,the quota- 
tion here, now, being six cents per 
pound net.

ANOTHER OBNOXIOUS RULE AT 
THE CUSTOMS HOUSE. 


In last week's issue we directed the 
attention of the new Collector of Cus- 
toms at this port toa very annoying 
practice in his department which re- 
quires the owners of imported goods 
to appear personallyin having them 
released, and another suggestion has 
come to hand for which we are in- 
debted to Messrs. Marx & Rawolle. 
An unbusinesslike method of collection 
is in vogue which requires all duties to 
be paid in currency or gold. This iron- 
clad rule has been in existence for some 
time notwithstanding the fact that 
every payment is accompanied by a 
complaint from importers who have to 
bend the knee to government officials | 


ifthey want to continue in business. 
Currency and gold are convenient 
things to have at all times, but they 
are not always at hand when most 
wanted, and importers are no excep- 
tion to the rule, They find it annoy- 
ing to meet the stern requirements of 
the oppressive demand when liqui- 
dating their accounts with the Govarn- 
ment, and it is for their benefit that 
the substitution of certified checks is 
suggested, These ought to be accepted 
with the same confidence as actual 
money, and if the matter was brought 
to the collector he could doubtless be 
persuaded to recommend a change, if 
authority was not vested in himself to 
du it. We believe that the rights of 
importers will be protected by the 
present administration from the fact 
of various reforms having already been 
instituted in the customs service, and 
there is hope that the barnacles which 
honey-comb the enforcement of tariff 
laws will be removed, much to the bet- 
terment of international trade. 

In the collection of duties, the im- 
porter is humiliated and his honesty 
questioned by the demads made upon 
him; if the U. 8S. Treasury were a busi- 
ness house instead of a branch of the 
Government, its unpopularity would 
sink the concern beyond oblivion, but 
being such a necessary adjunct to com- 
mercial affairs, the importers have to 
“grin and bear” the vexatious rules 
until relieved by some considerate 
official of the Government, who knows 
from experience “how it is himself.” 
As the Oustoms-house cannot possibly 
lose anything by receiving certified 
checks in payment of duties, and as 
their acceptance would be very con- 
venient to the importers, we advise the 
collector to adopt the new system by 
all means and abolish the ancient prac- 
ties of demanding gold and currency.

THE WINDOW GLASS SITUATION. 


Although both the mannfacturers 
and workers seem anxious that work 
shall begin at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, the situation in the window glass 
trade has not materially changed for 
the better since we last had occasion 
to comment upon it. Last week anoth- 
er conference of the joint committee 
on wages was held in Pittsburg, but 
the result was almost if not quite as 
unsatisfactory as the outcome of 
previous discussions. The workers are 
evidently growing restless over the 
prospect of a prolongation of the ‘*va- 
cation,” and have apparently author- 
ized their committee to make some 
concessions from their former demands, 
still they do not appear ready yet to 
meet the employers half way, and the 
latter, growing tired of dilly-dallying, 
do not seem to be quite so compliant 
ason former occasions. The chairman 
of the wage-workers’ committee made 
some new propositions at the confer- 
ence last week, or rather put his pro- 
posals into a different shape than that 
of those previously offered. The man- 
ufacturers are asked to restore the ten 
per cent. reduction from last year's 
wages and submit to an additional ad- 
vance on single strength B and on 
three of the double strength B brack- 
ets. Thisadvance would be equal to 
about ten per cent. on single strength 
and from ten to forty-two per cent. on 
double. The demand can not be en- 
tertained by the manufacturers and 
they have refused it,as every other 
demand for an advance, on the ground 
that the condition of business, past 
and present, will not admit of it. 

The workers’ committee were willing 
to withdraw the demand for an increase 
in the gatherers’ wagesif the ten per 
cent. advance on last year's wages was 
agreed to, but the manufacturers are 
firm, and so the matter remains in an 
unsettled state. Recent advices frum 
the West intimate that the workers 
will maintain their position, though 
the president of the organization de- 





nies that there is a strike. Committees 
have been sent out to strengthen 
weak points and a regular strike is to 
be declared. The body of the workers 
are evidently in favor of starting to 
work at once, but their leaders have 
involved them in complications that 
will be difficult of adjustment. The 
manufacturers are quite as determined 
to protect themselves against the short- 
sightedness of the workers as the latter 
are to persist in the course they have 
mapped out. It is intimated that a 
syndicate will be formed for the pur. 
pose of importing glass until the fac- 
tories are again in operation, though 
the former experience of the manufac- 
turers in this direction is likely to 
make it a matter of last resort. 

The importation of foreign labor to 
take the place of the recalcitrants has 
already been begun by some of the 
manufacturers. A number of French 
glass blowers were brought to this 
country last week to work in Ohio and 
Pennsylvania factories, but the native 
workers intend to fight this move by 
making a test case under the law for 
the prevention of imported contract 
labor, and it is doubtful if the worry 
and trouble the manufacturers will be 
put to will pay them to repeat the ex- 
periment. The uneasiness which 
exists in the ranks of _ the 
workers will probably put a stop 
to the strike sooner than any of 
the methods now under consideration. 
The season is advancing, and the im- 
porters of glass are getting the benefit 
of the obstanacy of the American 
workmen in preventing the starting 
up of the factories. 

The imports of foreign glass have 
been and still are large, and at the 
present rate, to use the words of a 
well-informed manufacturer, the mar- 
ket will be so well supplied in a month 
that it will not be worth while to start 
the factories at all this season. It was 
intended to start the fires on the 15th 


‘inst., but by their ill timed demands 


the workers have placed themselves in 
an unenviable position, spoiling the 
prospects of what promised to be a 
good season, and ruining their chances 
for next year. The window glass work- 
ers are as well if not better paid than 
any other class of artisans and their 
senseless and greedy persistence in 
their demand for greater renumeration 
is ruining the glass industry of the 
country,

THE DUTY ON COVERINGS. 
There has been so much misunder- 
standing as to what coverings on im- 
ported goods are dutiable under the 
decision of the Supreme Court of the 


United States that the whole matter ; 


was referred tothe Solicitor-General, 
and, after having it under considera- 
tion for some time, a decision has been 
announced as we go to press which 
will probably remove all difficulties, 
and make the subject better under- 
etood. It isclaimed that the sacks, 
boxes and coverings of any kind are 
not subject to duty, neither as a part 
of the value of the goods or separate- 
ly, except when they come under some 
special provision of law. A duty can 
only be imposed when their material or 
form justifies the conclusion that they 
are used as coverings to evade the law- 
ful payment of duties, or when they 
are designed or contemplated to be 
applied to some use other than that of 
coverings for transportation to the 
United States the merchandise they 
inclose. Thelaw under consideration, 
therefore, clearly excludes the cover- 
ings from valuation as a part of the 
goods, and as to the use of the cover- 
ings the importer will receive the bene- 
fitof the doubt. In the drug, paint 
and chemical lines the non-payment 
of the former excessive duties will be 
of great assistance in swelling the 
margin of profit on the goods, and in 
determining the selling value of the

Bidding on Government Contracts. 


NEw YOKK, Sept. 18, 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

| have been greatly interested in the Govern- 
ment awards published from time to time in 
the REPORTER, and often felt inclined to sub- 
mit pruposals for furnishing certain articles to 
the various departments of the Army and 
Navy, but there is so much red tape and favor- 
itism about Government business, that I have 
hesitated to tackle it. Would you plesse advise 
me as to the rules to be observed in making 
bids and if they meet with favor, I may under- 
take with “fear and trembling” to compete 
with some of the firms apparently so solid with 
the administration. N. 8. 

(In making bids on Government work the 
following rules should be observed.—Ep.] 

1, All bids must be made in triplicate upon 
the printed forms furnished by the office, and 
be accompanied by a copy of the advertise- 
went and specifications. 

2. The bond attached to each bid must be 
signed by two responsible sureties, to be certi- 
fied to as goud and sufficient guarantors, by a 
United States District Attorney, collector of 
customs, or of any other officer under the 
United States Government or responsible per- 
son known to the office. The bond to proposal 
must be not less than 10 per cent. of the whole 
amount of the proposal. 

8. The sureties are to make and subscribe 
affidavits of justificatiom on the back of the 
bond the sum in which they jointly justify to 
be double the amount of the penalty. A firm 
will not be accepted as a surety, nor will a 
partner be accepted as surety for a co-partner 
or for a firm of which he isa member. An offi- 
cer of a corporation will not be accepted as 
surety for such corporation. 

4, When firms bid the individual names of the 
members should be written out, and should be 
signed in full, giving the Christian names, but 
the signers may, if they choose, describe them- 
selvesin addition as doing business under a 
given name and style as a firm. 

5. All signatures must be witnessed and 
have affixed to them seals of wax or wafer. 

6. The place of residence of every bidder, 
with county and State, must be given after his 
signature, which must be written in full. 

1. All prices must be written as well as ex- 


pressed in figures. 
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8. A percentage of ten (IC) per centum will 
be retained from each payment until the com- 
pletion Of the contract; except where (as in 
cases in which no payment is to be made until 
a work is complet:d) such percentage may, in 
the opinioa of the officer in charge, properly 
be dispensed with. 

9. Reasonable grounds for supposing that 


any bidder is interested in more than one bid 


for the same item, will cause the refection of 


all bids in which he is interested. 


10, The bidder must satisfy the United States 


of hisability to furnish the material or per- 


form the work for which he bids. 
1]. Transfers of contracts, or of interests in 


contracts, are prohibited by law. 


12. Insubmittiog proposals, the sealed envel- 


opes must be go endorsed as to indicate, before 


being opened, the particular work for which 


the bid is made. 


18. All blank spaces in the proposal and bond 
must be filled in, but no change shall be made 
in the phraseology of the proposal, or addition 


to the items, 


14 Bidders are invited to be present at the 
opening of the bids. 

15, The contractor should within ten days 
from the award of the contract, furnish the 


Office with post office address to which commu- 


nications should be sent.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


Three “wild cats” are being drilled in the 
Findlay field. 

The oil well at Tiffin, O., promisesa yield of 
over 100 bbis a day. 

One of Oil City’s baseball nines is named the 
Pipe Line Maroons. 

The Findlay papers state that the pipe line 
companies of that place are paying 40 cents per 
barrel for oil. 

Mr. J. E. Butler, a prominent member of the 
Oil City Oil Exchange, was married in Franklin 
last Wednesday to Miss Cora Rodgers, of the 
latter city. 

The thirty boiler makers, who went on strike 
two weeks ago at the Atlantic Oil Refinery, 
Point Breeze, Philadelphia, have gone to work 
at the old wages. 
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An abandoned American-built bark, appar- 
ently petroleum laden, with lower masts 
standing, wus passed on September 5, in lati- 
tude 33.25, longitude 39.30, 


The runs made by the Buckeye Pipe Line 
Company (Lima field) during the month of 
July aggregated 36,000 bbis. During the past 
month they aggregated 50,000 bbis. 

The production of the Kane field, which 
represents the output of 282 wells, is 4,267 bar- 
rels, These figures show a falling off of 605 
barrels since the first of the month. 


The Black Olli Company, McKeesport, Pa., 
has decided to abandon the Reynoldton well, 
as the hole has been sunk to the depth of 2,300 
feet and no gas or oil has been found. 


The Oil City Derrick celebrated its sixteenth 
birthday, which occurred last Thursday, by en- 
larging the size of the paper and improving 
and extending its several departments of news. 


A well that produces a small quantity of oil 
with each pail of water, has been put down on 
the premises of 8S, F. Henderson, Watkins, 


N.Y. The owner will test the oil prospects 
further. 


The Allegany field is comparatively quiet, 
the work being confined to a scattering well 
here and there. Richburg now presents a very 
dilapidated appearance, while Bolivar shows 
traces of being a badly weather-beaten town. 


At the John McKeown oil well No. 1, on the 
W.J. Muner farm in the Washington field, a 
flash of lightning set fire last Sunday to an 800 
barrel tank filled with oil, This, with a 250 
barrel tank was entirely consumed. The der- 
rick floor caught fire several times, but the 
flames were smothered with old clothes. 


The Blacks have sunk four wells in McKees- 
port, and still they bave courage to undertake 
another experiment. A new stock company, 
with $7,000 capital, is being formed. They pro- 
pose to sink the Ninth street well 200 feet 
deeper, and also to sink an entirely new well 
on the Powers farm on the Youghiogheny 
river. 


The Lima Drilling Company’s well, on the 
Spear farm, about two miles south of the city 
of Lima, Ohio, struck the sand about noon on 
the 12th. The well was the farthest west of the 
drilling wei's, and is located on the west side of 
the dividing line, between Shawnee and Perry 
townships. The first thirty-six hours the well 
made 750 barrels. 


The Buckeye Pipe Line Co. tanks in this field 
are numbered as follows: 1, 3 acd 4 arethe 
tanks on the land purchased from Mr. Hover, 
just below Faurot park; No. 2 is located at 
Findlay, Nos. 5, 6, 7 and 8 are being built on the 
Watt place, south of town; Nos. 1, 3,4 and 5 
are full of oil, No.6 is just ready for oil, and 
No.7 will be ready in a few days. 


A company of Ft. Wayne capitalists have 
been drilling a well at Eaton, eleven miles 
north of Muncie, Ind., and were rewarded by a 
strike Thursday evening. Upon removing the 
drill, gas in paying quantities came forth from 
the opening, The flow is intermittent. It is 
the purpose of the company to sink the well 
deeper, boping to get asteauy and more pow- 
erful flow. 


Manufacturers at St. Louis propose to bring 
natural gas to that city. It is intended to raise 
aftund of $10,000 to be used in securing the 
services of an. expert and in prospecting and 
drilling for natural gas in the vicinity of that 
city. If gas is discovered in commercial q uan- 
tities a stock company will be organized to 
pipe it into the various manufacturing estab- 
lishments. 


The biggest gas gusher ever struck ip the 
Murraysville district is now in possession of 
the National Tube Works Company. One year 
ago last May a well was sunk, and it proveda 
tremendous gusher, it proved a good weil for 
one year and then gave out. Two weeks ago 
it was sunk 100 feet deeper, and a new vein 
wasstruck. The pressure in the pipe at the 
well is 550 pounds when it is closed off. 


The Bellevue Natural Gas Company last week 
filed its charter of incorporation at Pittsburg. 
The company proposes to obtain its gas at 
Neville Island and Ohio township, and supply 
Pittsburg, Allegheny. Aleppo township, Glen 
field borough, Kilbuck township, West Belle- 
vue borough, Neviile Island, Bellevue bor- 
ough, Millvale borough, and Ross, Reserve and 
Shaler townships. The capital stock is $50,000, 
in $50 shares, 

The sand in the Tarkill poo! is said to be so 
thin, and the wells are drilled so close, that 
naturally their lives are very short. The wells 
decline very fast. The production is estimated 
at 2,000 barrels, and well-posted operators are 
of the opinion that it will decline to about 700 
barrels by the first of the year. The little town 
of Tipperary claims ten producing wells, with 
an average production of ten barrels per well 
and seven wells drilling. 


According to Engineertng all doubts that 
may have existed relative to the practicability 
of carrying oil in tank steamers to Europe 
have been settled by the safe arrival of the 
steamer Gluckauf at Bremen with a cargo of 
2,800 tons of oil. The same paper, in comparing 
the relative advantages of the tank system 
with that used in the carriage of Russian oil 
from Batoum to London, appears to be bést 
satisfied with the tank system as used in the 
Gluckauf, 


Toe consumers of patural gas in Phillipe 


burg, Pa., are full of glee over the fact that it 


is now a settled fact that the Phillipsburg Gas 
Company will complete its line as rapidly as it 
can be pushed forward. The company has been 
in existence since last spring. Its capital stock 
is $60,000. During the summer several attempts 
were made to lay aline, but each time some 
impediment would arise to prevent the contin- 
uance of the work. The chief drawback seemed 
to be a lack of funds, 


The trouble between the Raccoon Oil Cem- 
pany and Alexander Kennedy at Beaver, Pa., 
was settled last Saturday by the payment to 
Kennedy by the corporation of the sumof 
$2,000. There are 160 acres of land over there 
owned by a Mannamed Moore. Moore some 
time ago leased the land to Kennedy, his son- 
in-law, for three years, and not long ago leased 
ita second time for oil privileges to the Rac- 
coon company. When that corporation began 
operations, Kennedy had 27 drillers arrested 
and put under bail. The Bridgewater Gas 
Company also secured a lease upon the same 
territory from Kennedy, and that corporation 
is now suing Kennedy for damages, under a 
charge of false pretense. 


An interesting fact lateiy came to light in 
the Murraysville gas field. The National Tube 
Works own a good produciag well in the field, 
upon which an accurate re_ister of pressure is 
kept. Some weeks ago it was noticed that the 
volume of gas was decreasing. In three weeks 
it fell off 62 pounds and the next week 10 pounds 
more. The week after the well regained its old 
pressure which it has retained ever since. On 
the same farm the Philadelphia Company had 
been drilling a well. The well came in about 
the time the first falling off was noticed in the 
tube works’ well, and was drilled in. It was 
supposed at first that the Philadelphia Com- 
pany’s well was drawing off the gas of the tube 
works’ well, but the latter’s regaining its 
former pressure and holding it and the Phila- 
delphia Company’s well holding up its regular 
pressure shows that if the well last drilled did 
draw for atime on the other, the pressure un- 
derneath has increased sufficiently to overcome 
thir. 


CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 








The Collector of Customs at Marquette, Mich., 
informs the Treasury Department that exten- 
sive importations of a patent liquid fuel com- 
posed principally of crude petroleum manufac- 
tured in Ontario, are to be made into his district. 
He has been instructed that if the substance 
assimilates to a patent fuel composed of culm 
of coal and coal tar pitch to classify it avcord- 
ingly at the rate of 20 per cent ad valorem.

A. D. Shotwell & Co.’s bark and sumac mills 
at Manchester, Pa.. were recently destroyed by 
fire. The insurance is not known but is sup- 
posed to be sufficient to cover the loss. 

The wholesale and retail drug establishment 
of E, R. Beckwith & Co. in Petersburg, Va.,was 
somewhat badly damaged by fire last week but 
the insurance of $6,200 will probably cover the 
loss. 

The fire at Bartlett, O., which threatened the 
town, destroyed the drug store of C. A. Cone. 

A fire started onthe morning of September 
l4in the dusting room of Franklin Wyman’s 
paper mills, in Wachuset Village, Westminster, 
Mass. The dusting-room and its machinery, 
and the stock house, which was partly filled 
with paper stock, were destroyed, and the ma- 
chine and bleach rooms were slight!y damaged 
by water. Considerable damage was done to 
paper, engine room and machinery. The in- 


surance is $14.000.

The German Stearine Industry. 


The Neuss Chamber of Commerce complains 
of the depressed state of the stearine industry. 
The German expurt trade, which was very act- 
ive twenty years ago, has largely passed into 
Belgian and Dutéh hands. Over-production is 
the result, and this in its turn’ has -led ‘to ‘a ru- 
inous system -of: underbidding. The German 
stearine and oil industry. suffers most from the 
wholesale import of American and Russian pe- 
troleum,.an@ the lubricating oils made out of 
the remains from distilling. German stearine 
manufacturers, therefore, are hoping for an 
increase in the duty on foreign oleine and on 
other oli8in casks, as well as petroleum and 


Turkish Soap. 

Soap is made from olive oi], and is exported 
in large quantities from Beyrout, Caiffa, &c., 
to Egypt principally. It is difficult to estimate 
the total amount, but from Caiffa alone some 
sixty tons were exported in 1885, and every 
year the quantity increases. Soda is imported 
from England for the manufacture of soap. 
Sir Frank C. Lascelles, writing from Sofia on 
May 27, states that the bulk of the common 
soap used in Bulgaria is the white Turkish or 
Cretan, made from olive oil. Toilet soaps are 
mostly Austrian, often cheap imitations of the 
Englith article. 





A New Colombian Tariff. 


The United States Consul at Barranquilla, 
Colombia, has sent to the Secretary of State a 
translation of the new tariff schedule of duties 
for that country which goes into effect on the 
lst of October. The rates of duty range from 
one cent to $120 per kilogram. The free list 
consists of articles for the use of the Govern- 
ment, the property of the representatives of 
other governments and the natural produc- 
tions of such countries as may enter into re~ 
ciprocal treaties. All articles not enumerated 
are dutiable at the highest rate, namely, $1 20 
per kilogram. The importation of money of 
inferior standard is prohibited, as also the ma- 
chinery for making money, arms and muni- 


tions of war.

The Outlook for the Alkali Trade. 


A correspondent of the Chemist and Druggist. 
writing from Widnes, says that “Mr. Mus- 
prstt’s recent gloomy speculations as to the 
immediate future of the chemical trade con- 
tinue to be reiterated by one authority after 
another. Speaking at a special meeting of the 
Widnes Local Board held recently to 
consider the advisability of proceeding with 
the completion of the new Town Hall build- 
ings, Mr. Gaskell, Jr., in commenting on the 
rapidly increasing rates of the town, said that 
*he was strongly of the opinion that it would 
be agreat mistake to increase their expendi- 
ture at a tine when the alkali trade was in 
such a critical condition.’ The chairman, Mr. 
F. H. Gossage, quite agreed with Mr. Gaskell 
‘that, so far asthe Le Blane process was con- 
cerned, the alkali trade of the town wasina 
very precarious state.’ After some discussion, 
the motion to proceed with the work was put 
to the meeting and was negatived by an almost 
unanimous vote. A second proposal to the 
effect that the completion of the tower at an 
outlay of £650 should be carried out was also 


lost.”

Protesting Against the Tax on Oleo 
OiL 


Some manufacturers of oleomargarine have 
protested to the Treasury Department against 
the construction placed by the Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau on the second section of the act 
regulating the manufacture of that com- 
pound, The law imposes on “oleo oi!,” “neu- 
tral and other articles of like nature,” a tax of 
the same amount asimposed on oleomargarine. 
It appears that there are a number of firms en- 
gaged in the manufacture oi oleomargarine 
whose business it is to purchase and combine 
various ingredients into the marketable arti- 
ele, and if the component materials are subject 
to tax,as bas been held by the Revenue Bu- 
reau, the result will be to compel these manu- 
facturers to pay a double tax, as they are also 
required by law to place stamps on the finished 
article when compounded. It is also stated 
that certain firms are making large quantities 
of what is known as “‘oleo oil,” which is sold 
and used solely as a lubricant fur machinery. 
If the strict construction already given to the 
law by the Department is adhered to this ma- 
terial will also be subject to the tax imposed on 
oleomargarine. 

Circulars have been sent to all collectors re- 
questing information as to the number of oleo- 
margarine factories in each district, the aver- 
age product and other information with a view 
to adjusting the clérical force of the bureau 
to meet the demands of the business when the

Phosphate Beds Disturbed by the 
Earthquake, 


A gentleman residing on the outskirts of 
Charleston sent to the News and Courier several 
specimens of fossilized matter, which was 
jhrown up in some of the fissures near his 
place. Thespecimens are very like the frag- 
mentary remains of the gigantic animals so nu- 
merous inthe phosphate-bearing strata, some 
of them having the appearance of sharke’ 
teeth, vertebral joints, etc. One or two of the 
fragments are covered with a coating similar to 
iron rust, and others have their pores covered 
with peculiar shining scales, like particles of 
mica. The specimens, which are entirely of 
clay, are honeycombed on the outside, having 
evidently received the impressions or pores 
from contact with some bony material.

Cement Production in China.

The af- 
fairs of the company were discuesed, and it 
was shown that the liabilities amounted to 
$63,597 01, and the assets to $96,994 89, leaving a 
surplus of over $33,000. A committee of three, 
consisting of Messrs. F. A. Chace, BH. E. Smith 
and Edward E. Arnold, was appointed to look 
into the affairs of the company and report as 
to what course to take at the next meeting. 
Properly managed, the concern is a profitable 
piece of property, but in the past year or two 
several things, including the extensive damage 
by the freshet of last spring, have tended to 
increase its indebtedness, and the result was 
that a few days ago three attachments were

An Alleged Wonderful Elixir, 


The St. James Gazette says that considerable 
interest has been aroused in the scientific world 
in Rome by a gentleman named Giovanni 
Succi, who professes to have discovered a 
liquor a small quantity of which will enable a 
man to fast for thirty days or even two months 
atatime. Hehas now voluntarilv submitted 
himeelf to the surveiliance of a committee of 
Vigilanco at Milan, some members of which 
will never leave him during the thirty daysand 
nights of his fast. He lately fasted fourteen 
days under watch at Vorli; and one of the 
most singular points to be observed is, that 
though he loses weight, the flesh taking a 
rather mummified appearance, and the skin a 
reddish yellow tinge, while the pupils of the 
eyes are dilated, yet his muscular force does 
not seem to be diminished. He declares that 
the herbs from which his liquor is extractea 
«row io Africa, but that they are also to be 
found in Italy. Succi swallowed sixty grams 
of his liquid at the commencement of his fast 
at midnight on the 18th inst., and is to have 
nearly as much more about balf way through. 
He also undertakes to swallow an emetic po- 
tion in addition to the spring water which he 
will drink. He wil! also use a very small quan- 
tity of camphorated oil as an external embro- 
cation.

A Geologist’s Pheory of Natural Gas. 


The theory advanced by the Rev. N. L. Rey- 
nolds, lecturer on geology and natural science 
at the Western Pennsylvania Classical and 
Scientific Institute, is interesting, Mr. Reynolds 
is recognized as one of the best authorities on 
geology in the State. Toa reporter he said: 

“The anticlinal theory of natural gas wells is 
growing in poppiarity among gas operators 
and geologists, and the success attending the 
drilling of the Guffeys’, who adhere more 
closely to the theory than most of the others, is 
evidence in its favor. We have bad earth- 
Quakes in this section at different periods, un- 
doubtedly caused by pressure of the internal 
gasses of the earth against its crust. Now an 
interesting question comes up: Are these anti- 
clinals—these ridges on the exterior side of this 
crust—enlarging or decreasing? If it could be 
shown that they are enlarging or lifting up 
even in the smallest degree, au inchin 100 years 
or like matter, it wculd be conclusive evidence 
to my mind that the great reservoirs of natural 
gas down deep in the earth were increasing in 
size, and prove that our supply of natural gas 
was inexhaustible. 

“I believe that some statistics should be se- 
cured upon this matter. A record should be 
kept year after of measurements and tests made 
of these anticlinals to see if any change, how- 
ever slight, is perceptible, and if so, in what 
direction. It might be the means of sett“ng,

Transparent Glycerine Soap without 


Spirit. 

Asoapmaker communicates to the Rurd- 
8cha4arecipe for the manufacture of glycer- 
ine soap without spirit, which, according to the 
writer, yields a fine bard and transparent arti- 
cle. The recipe is as follows: Cocoanut oil, 
twenty-six parts; tallow, thirtyparte; castor 
oll, thirty-seven and a half parts. Boil in a 
steam pan, and allow tosettle. When tne mass 
has cooled to 55 deg. R, (156 deg. F.) it should 
be stirred with fifty-six parte of caustic lye, 35 
deg. Baume, in the cold way, as in the manu- 
facture of toilet soap. The caustic lye should 
previously be heated to 15 deg. R. (63 deg. F.). 
When the mags has been partly cooled the con- 
ta’ner should bo placed in a water bath and 
maintained at a témperature of 65 deg. to 70 
deg. R. (178 deg. to 100 deg, F.) for four hours, 
This causes the mass to coagulate and assume 
a beautiful transparent appearance. Mean- 
whilea syrup should be made of twenty-five 
parts sugar and twenty-six parts water, to 
which three parts glycerine are then added. 
This solut on should be strained through a 
cloth, The soap is then taken out of tho water 
bath, and the sugar solution, heated to 70 deg. 
R. (190 deg. F,), is added with vigorous stir- 
ring. Ten parts of finely powdered soda crys- 
talsare then added, and the whole is again 
placed in the water bath, care being taken that 
no lumps of soda remain bebind. After baving 
been keptin the water bath for two boursa 

small sample of the soap is taken, to ascertain 
whether it is transparent and pale when cut 
witha knife. If it should not bave acquired 
the proper conditione, one or two parts of soda 
are added, which readily combines with the 
soap if the temperature is still over 50 deg. R. 
(145 deg. F.). When the soap bas cooled down 
to 45deg. R (1383 deg. F.) perfume is added to 
it, and it is ready for moulding. Great care 
#20uld be taken to maintain the correct pro- 
portions of the ‘migture, otherwise proper 







































































transparency cannot be secured, The fats used 
should be purified, and both water and giyoer- 
ine must be free from lime, TLis lye must be 
prepared from 75 per cent caustic soda. 
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Pumping Salt Water into a Creek 
From an Oil Well—Damages 
Claimed. 

Mr. James D. Callery, president of the Pitts- 
burg & Western railroad, has given the follow- 
ing explanation with regard to litigation now 
pending between the railroad company and J. 
O. Hogg and others: 

“The announcement made in some of the 
newepapers that the suit was brought against 
J.0O. Hogg and others for ‘threatening the 
property’ of the railroad company is altogether 
misleading. One might imagine, from such a 
statement, that the defendants to the suit were 
trying to take forcible possession of the rail- 
road property or were about to commit other 
acts of violence. The facts in the case are 
these: An oil company, tho name of whichI 
just now fail to recall, composed of residents 
of Allegheny City and Butler county, bave for 
some time been operating on lands at Calle y 
Junction, Butler county, adjoining ten acres 
of land belonging to the Pittsburg & Western 
railroad, The company,I believe, bave struck 
oil, but tefore they found oi] salt water in 
larze quantities was opened up and still con 
tinues to flow intothe well. This salt water is 
pumped out of the well and poured intoa 
small creek, from which the railroad draws 
its principal water supply for engines at that 
point. In fact, thia is the only creek from 
which the railroad can draw its water supply, 
Some time ago the engineers of the road com- 
plained that, for some unaccountable reason, 
the boilers of the engines were becoming cor- 
roded and needed repairing. The super.tten- 
dent of the road brought some of the water 
fcom the boilers to an analytical chemist of the 
city. An analysis showed that the water was 
strongly impregnated with salt and that it was 
the calt water that had damaged the boilers 
Steps were at once taken to stop the oil com~ 
pany from pumping the salt water into our 
water-course. At first there was some ques- 
tion as to which court the action should be 
taken the Butler county court or the Alle- 
gheny county court. 

“Finally it was determined to file a bill in 
equity inthe Butler county court restraining 
the oil company from pumping the ealt water 
into the railroad company’s water supply, and 
Judge Acheson, I understand, bas granted per- 
mission that the bill beso filec. The bill recites 
infull the circumstance of the damage, and 
it is poesible that the words ‘ibreatening its 
property’ are used in the legal papers. 

“The legal question involved is of course 
whether or not the oil company has the right 
to change the character of the oatural water 
courses as to Cause damage to others. No suit 
for damages has been brought. What is askeu 
is merely an injunction restraining the oil 
company from further damaging the railroad’s 
water supply. The water tank at Callery 
Junction has been rendered entirely useless by 
the salt water.”

Oil Smellers Locating Wells. 

Ever since ojl was struck there have been 
characters inthe oil regions, says the Butier 
Times, who claimed the power of locating wells 
by enchantment, turning rods, and other kin- 
dred ways that are mysterious, and though oil 
men generally denominate them as cranks, 
many have placed confidence and credit in 
their prognostications, and bave put down 
wells in locations where the “oil emeller’ des- 
ignated, eometiines getting oil and somctimes 
getting dry holes, probably more often the lat- 
ter than the former. Though at all times some 
credence has been placed in oil smeliera and 
geologiste, of late years the fame of the former 
has been waning, and geologists some believers, 
but the generality of oil men would place con- 
fidence in one as the other, and have as much 
confidence in the predictions of the smeller as 
of the geologist. 

A gentleman named Keiner, of Pitteburg, 
or rather two gentlemen of that name, uncle 
and nephew, are attaining some fame and gain- 
ing many believers on account of thvir predic- 
tions and methods, which are different from 
those employed by other artistain oil. The fu- 
ture career of the elder is now hanging fn a 
balance, and depending on the success of the 
Git Thar well, on the Lentzner farm, Jefferson 
Centre district, in which his advice was taken 
when the members of the company were seek- 
ing a location. 

Keiner bas many believers, and {s said to have 
predicted some of the big wells that were de- 
veloped in the Thorn Creek field, and accord- 
ing to him Butler county, south of Butler, bas 
greater oil flelds than have yet been opened, 
anu that Pitt-burg is the center of another 
large pool. That Keiner possessea the confi- 
dence of many oil men is shown by tbe fact 
that at least one company bas agents scouring 
the county an? gathering in leases of the land 
which the “oil smeller’’ bas pronounced good. 
Tn some places the agent will only lease a few 
particular acres in a farm, while in others the 
whole farm is leased. The farmers who find 
the agent dickering for a fewacresof the 
farm, of which the boundaries are given, prob- 


ably wonders greatly why the leaser isso par- 
tioular, but the exp)anation is found in the fact 


that the agent bee bepp advjeed by Mr, Keine: 
















to seoure that certain tract at all hszarda, and 
to let the rest of the land glide, as, with the «x- 
oéption of the particular locality, the farm was 
barren of oil, 

Keiner has a method of hig own in locating 
oll wells, and one which is a mystery to all but 
him and his nephew. In a vessel which he car- 
ries along when bunting oll wells is some kind 
of liquids, in waich is a “little indicator,” 
which points out the direction of the oli belt. 
When there is no oil in the vicinicy of where 
the “‘oilsmoller” is walking, the indicator re- 
mains motionless in the liquid, but when he 
approaches an oll belt the indicator begins to 
move around, pointing in the direction of the 
belt, and when he walks over ground under 
which oil liee, the little indicator bobs up and 
down. When this occurs the “oil smclier” is 
certain that there is oil under him, and would 


j 8take a good deal on tt. If bis theories are correct, 


Butler and Allegheny counties contain the 
most prolific oil belts. Whether he is correct 
time and tke drill alone can tell, and the future 
will certainly either prove the correctness of 
his theory and methods, or show that oil smel!- 
ing is not to be depended on. 
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The Storage of Petroleum. 


In the London House of Commons on Mon- 
day, Sir E. Watkin asked the Secretary of 
State for the Home Department whether his 
attention had been drawn to the destructive 
fire at a petroleum wharf at Millwall last week; 
whether he was aware that but for a fortunate 
change of wind the overground tanks near the 
river would have been destroyed, causing the 
escape of many thousard gallons of burning 
oli into the river Thames, and probably lead- 
ing to an unparalled conflagration; whether he 
was aware that at another petroleum wharf in 
a densely populated part of the East End of 
London there was at the present moment 
about tbree millions of gallons of petroleum, 
the bulk of which was lying in barrels in the 
open air protected from the sun and from fire 
by wicker hurdles only; and what steps he 
proposed to take for the safe stowage of pe- 
troleum, 

Mr. Matthews—Yes, sir, my attention has 
been drawn to this fire, but I am advised that 
the proprietor of the wharf had caused the 
tanks to be surrounded by an efficient con- 
taining wall and embankment go that it would 
have been impoasible for any escape of burning 
oil to have taken place into the Thames, even 
if all the tanks referred to in the question had 
been destroyed and their contents had. been 
liberated. In reply to tbe second part of the 
question, I have to say that ! have caused in- 
quiries to be made, and I am informed that the 
only wharf to which the question can appar- 
ently apply is one in whivh it is true the 
greater part of the storage taxes place in bar- 
relsintheopen. Nevertheless, the whole area 
over which the storage extends is completely 
surrounded by a brick and concrete wall and 
earth embankment which forms an efficient 
reservoir of a capacity largeiy in excess of the 
aggregate quantity of mineral oil stored there. 
Lastly, Ihave to say that the law with regard 
to mineral oils and inflammable liquids is in an 
uneatisfactory condition, and I propose to take 
steps with a view to legislation on the subject 
next Session, which will enable the Home Office 
efficiently to enforce the safe storage of petro- 
leum. 
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Crystallized Aconitine. 


That veteran chemist, Mr. John Williams, 
opened the British Pharmaceutical conference 
with a practical paper on the preparation of 
crystallized aconitine. We bave already stated, 
says the Chemist and Dru; gist, that Mr. Wil- 
liums was opposed to the introduction of the 
crystallized alkaloid for medicinal purposes. 
Now, however, he appears to have changed his 
opinion, The process which he recommended 
consists of treating the coarsely-powdered 
root of Aconitum napel.us with rectified spirit, 
62 o.p., by maceration until exbausted, evapo- 
rating the percolate with as little heat as possi- 
ble, and after treating the residue with hot 
water, the mixture is filtered to free it from 
resin. After washing the filtrate with ether to 
free it from fixed oil, it is treated with sodium 
carbonate, which precipttates the alkaloid in 
an amorphous condition. This amorphous 
mass appears to be a mixture, but when treat- 
ed with ether the ethereal solution yields fine 
crystals of aconitine without difficulty. Al- 
though agreeing that only the crystallized 
aconitine should be used medicinally, Mr. Wil- 
liams pointed out that it was important to in- 
gure that the crystals were the proper thing, 
His observations, and those of other investiga- 
tors, went to prove that various productsof an 
alkaloidal nature obtainable from aconitine 
roots may be taken for aconitine, yet differed 
from it materially. Some of these were de- 
scribed and fixured on the blackboard. 
One of these especially, a star-sbaped crystal, 
was obtained from aconitine which had 
been dissolved in nitric acid. He bad also ex- 
amined cystallised aconitines obtained by 
otbers, and found them to bevery different 
from those which are obtained by the process 
described, and may also be different in physio- 
logical action. Mr. Groves, in opening the dis- 
cussion on this paper, referred to Mr. William's 
conversion to the belief which he bad advo- 
cated twenty years ago. It occasionally bap-

perties. He had lately got a quantity of alka- 
loid in the course of manufacture which was & 
mixture of inert aad toxic alkaloids; for the 
inert one he pronosed the name of picro- acon- 
itine, and hethought it resemb!ed the non- 
poisonous alkaloid of A. heterophyllum. He 
referred to the difficulty of obtaining the root 
of trne Aconitum napellus, and from this point 
the discussion which followed fell principally 
on the commercial supply. There are some 
twenty-four varieties of the napellus root, and 
@ proposal which was made to have it deter- 
mined which is the best and get that one culti- 
vated on a commercial scale was favorably re- 
ceived. Mr. Long propeunded an astonishing 
theory of repercolation, of which he is the sole 
author. This theory is, that if a pereolate is 
passed throngh the marc a second time the 
marc takes in all the extractive matter again. 
This wasthe amusing part of the discussion, 
which was a very instructive one,

The Window Glass Workers on Strike. 


The joint committee of window glass manu- 
facturers and workmen held their second con- 
ference at Monongahela House in Pittsburg on 
Friday last. The manufacturers were repre- 
sented by Messrr. M. Wateon James Chambers 
and Charles Loeftier, of Pittsburg; Taomas D. 
Oatilin, of Ottawa, Iil.; N.T. DuPauw, of New 
Albany, Ind., and Mr. Coleman, of Ravenna, O. 
The workers’ committee consisted of Messrs. J. 
G. Schlicker, 8. W. Church, Alfred Jones, Jobo 
Fees, L. L. Conway and W. J. Wise. At the 
last adjournment it was arranged that another 
meeting might be called at the request of the 
chairman of either committee, and under this 
arrangement Tuesday's meeting was called at 
the request J G. Ecblicker of the workers. 
The discugsicn of the situation was prolonged 
principally on the workers’ demand for the res- 
toration of the 10 per cent reduction that was 
taken off last season, the workers’ committee 
offering to withdraw the demand for the gath- 
erers if this was conceded.which was positively 
refused by the manufacturers. In addition to 
the 10 per cent advance the workers demand 
an increase of about 10 per cent on single 
strength B quality and from 10 to 42 per ceat 
on three Of the double strength B brackete, 
which was also refused. The manu- 
facturers gave as their reason for the 
refusal, the reduction of wages in Bei- 
gium, the large importation of foreign 
gassandthe diceouraging prospects of the 
coming season. Said one manufacturer after 
the adjournment: ‘The workmen don’t appear 
to be informed on the question of importe. 
Why, the amount imported July and August. 
1886, nearly doubles that of the corresponding 
months of 1885, and it is still coming in. If 
they keep up this strike a month or so longer 
the market will be stocked,and we will vot 
care to start at any wages.” 

Mr. Scbhlicker, chairman of the workers com- 
mittee, says that the workmen think they were 
justified in their demand from the fact that 
the manufacturers bad raised the prices on the 
selling list. In answer to this the manufactur- 
ers say that the change in the selling list is nots 
nor was it intended to be, # raise in the price. 
The reason was that a great many e'zes of the 
lst sold a bracket telow the French glass, 
which induced dealers to buy these special 
sizes in American glass, while the bulk of their 
order went to the importer. 

Another of the manufacturers said: “If the 
workmen remain out a few weeks a very ‘arge 
amount of foreign glass will be imported to 
supply orders, If this is done the workmen 
will then take a deal the worst of it.” Other 
manufacturers stated that a pool to import 
glass is sure to be organized. This was done 
during the last strike. 

The glass workers held a meeting after the 
adjournment to hear the report of their com- 
mittee. The latter reported the offer made by 
the manufacturers of resuming work on last 
year’s scale of wages, but made no recommen- 
dation as to its acceptance or rejection, but 
stated that the proposition had been rejected 
at the conference, A long discussion followed 
which developed the fact that a large number 
of those present were in favor of resuming 
work on the basis offered. The only ones op- 
posed to this were the gatherers, and many of 
these were willing to have the strike settled at 
once. 

A proposition was made and freely discussed 
that the wage committee be authorized to as- 
sume arbitrary power, and disregarding the 
mandates of the general conference, enter into 
an agreement with the manufacturers to ac- 
cept laet year’s wages and end the strike. A 
telegram cnnounciog that the workers in the 
Northern district had met Tuesday and de- 
manded an increase of wages was read. Jt 
stated that the demand had been refused and 
the conference adjourned without date and 
practically accepted the situation. The read- 
ing of this had an apparent effect on the meet- 
ing and considerably strengthened those favor- 
ing asettlement. The Pittsburg special to the 
Philadelphia papers stating that seqeral facto- 
ries bad resumed operations at the advanced 
scale was empbatically denied. The only ones 
now in operation ere those et New Castle, 
whien a reed to pay the asked for advance of 
10 per cent to blowers end 6 per cent for gath- 
erers unti) the wage question had been decided 
@1d those at Elmer and Wilmington in the 
Hastern district and Findley, O., which are co- 
operative. 

The Wage Comittee were .pawilling to es 
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sume the entire responsibility of breaking the 
strike, and the meeting culminated io leaving 
the matter in the hands of the assembly coun- 
cul and committee. 

Late advices from Pittsburg state that Sec- 
retary Gracie, of the window glass worker, 
denies that there is a strike among glass works, 
claiming that the time for starting up is only 
delayed. Many of the workmen, however, 
claim that this is only a movement on the part 
of those In authority to keep the strike fund 
fatact, 

The Window Glass Workerar’ Association ob- 


tained information some time ago that a num- ' 


ber of Frenchmen were coming over under 
eontract, The officers procured the names of 
the men and A.G Denny, the General Organ- 
izer of the association, came here and has been 
watching every incoming vessel. 

Last Friday the men he was waiting for came 
on the Pennland, from Antwerp. He laid his 
information before Supt. Jackson, but no evi- 
dence could be found on which to detain the 
men or prevent them from landing, and they 
were a)lowed to go on their way. The imported 
workmen, it is believed, will go to Kent, O., 
and to Meadville, Pa. It is the intention of the 
workers to make a test case of these men under 
the law prubibiting the importation of contract 
labor. 

The general impression is that the strike will 
s90n be terminated,as the majority of the 
operators are tired of their enforced idleness. 
At a special meeting of the Window Glass 
Workers’ Association, on the 16th tnst., to con- 
s der the failure of the conference with the 
minufacturers, a vote was taten on the 
proposition from the manufacturers to start 
their factories at last year’s scale of wages. A 
large majority of the delegates favored resum- 
ing work on the terms proposed. The confer- 
ence committee was empowered to s2ttle the 
strike, The acticn of the meeting is regarded 
asa backdown, and it fa predicted that the 
strike will be declared off and work resumed 
by October 1.

Lampblack Explosions. 


Some time ago, saya the American Architect, 
the manufacturers of lampblack in the Black 
Forest, like the manufacturers of lampblack 
everywhere were troubled by frequent explo- 
sions, which occasionally proved fatal. No 
cause for them appeared, and an expert, Herr 
Engler, was commissioned to make a careful 
iovestigation of the matter. At that time it 
was thought by mapy that a cloud of any com- 
bustible particles suspended in the air could 
be made to explode. Air charged with flour in 
flour milis or with coal dust in mines often ex- 
plodes with terrible effect, and there seemed 
reason to suppose that the fine dust of lamp- 
black, which ia usually so disposed to chemical] 
combination as to catch fire immediately on 
being touched with nitric acid, and often takes 
fire spontaneously *:0m contact with the air, 
might bebave like flour under similar circum- 
stances. The apparatus employed inthe inves- 
tigation was very simple, consisting mainly of 
a long box furnished with a gas j-t at one end 
and a tunnel at the other, with a wheel to die- 
tribute the éust into a cloud, filling the box. 
Many trials were made with the luampblack, 
both crude and refined, 80 asto take away from 
the dust its tendency to adhere into flakes, but 
in no case was any explosion obtained, nor 
could the dust be ever burned, except so far as 
the particles oume actually iato the influence 
ofthe flame. With flour,on the other hand, 
a tolerably lively de fiagration was always pro- 
duced, and with naphtha!ine or rosin dueta 
gure explosion followed. Powdered sulpbur 
burned quichly throughout the box, but 
neither charcoal dust nor lampbiack suffered 
avy change. Reflecting that the air in lamp- 
black furnaces is warm, Herr Eogkr repeated 
his experiments, both with this and with char- 
coal dust, mingling them with air heated toa 
temperature of 500 deg. F., but the result was 
precisely the same. The dust of soft coal is 
known to be very explosive,and Herr Eogler 
couciuded, as others have done, that unless the 
dust in the airis ot such character as to give, 
by heating, combustible gases, it will not form 
with air an explosive mixture. Soft coal,when 
beated, gives off hydroearbon gasee, and flour 
produces similar ones, joined to others, and 
both these, when mixed with dust in air, ex- 
plode, while charcoal and soot, which produce 
no gas by heating, will not propagate flame 
when in that condition. Another series of ex- 
periments was then made to see whether if in- 
flammable gas were supplied to the air from 
some other source the charcoal and lampbiack 
dust would explode. The apparatus was con- 
nected with the city service gas pipes, and dif- 
ferent proportions of ordinary carburetted 
bydrogen were admitted to mix with the airin 
the box. If 8 percent or more of gas was al- 
lowed previously to mix with the air, and dust 
of charcoal or lampblack were then scattered 
through it, an explosion took place on apply- 
ing a flame. If from 84to 8 per cent of gas 
were present there was no explosion, but the 
box was filled with fame. If only 3.4 per cent. 
of gas were present there was no burning of 
the dust. As lampblack furnaces very often 
contain bydrocarbon vapors, from the imper- 
fect burning of the oil or other material used 
to make the lampbiack, the explosion of the 
dust in them in presence of this gas was caasily 
explained, and the method of avoiding such 
explosions by improving the combustiop ind!- 
cated, 


Rules Affecting Petroleum Lamps. 


The Dresden Commercial Association bas ie- 
sued in sheet form the following rules for the 
guidance of all persons who use petroleum 
lampa, the observance of which would prevent 
accidents and show the causelessness of many 
of the complaints of poor oll: 

1. The petroleum should be kept in metal ves- 
sels in a cool place. Explosions only take p’ace 
when petroleum is in a gaseous condition, 
which is possible ata temperature of 77 deg. 
F, 
2. The pouring out of petroleum should only 
take place by daylight, and never in the vicin- 
ity of an Open fire or of a flame. Spilling pe- 
troleum under such circum-tanees readily leads 
to the versel exploding, and to dangerous igni- 
tion of the liquid. The pouring of petroleum 
into a burning lamp is under no circumstances 
allowable 

8. The wick must be perfect'y clean when 
drawn into the lamp, and must fit weil. It 
mustin particular not be too thin, as this 
would lead to the burner becoming heated and 
algo the oil. A wick that is either too damp or 
too thiok draws badiy. A damp wick is best 
dried with a hot smoothin, Iron. 

4, Wick and burner must be freed every day 
from all ca:benaceoug particles. The wiok 
must be cut evenly. A petroleum lamp which 
has been 60n ¢ time out of use has to be cleaned 
witb specia) care before being again lit. Car- 
bonaceous residue heats the burner, and an 
irreg ularly cut wick produces soot. 

5. The drawing passages of the burner re- 
quire ty be cleaned daily. Burcers in any way 
imperfect must be replaced by new ones. Keep- 
ing the buraers clean allows of their remaining 
cool. They are often reudered dirty by light- 
ing with paper. 

6. The oil in the reserveir must never be ab- 
lowed to completely burn out, but that part of 
the lamp must alwaya contain enough il for 
the wick to reach joto it. Assoon as the wick 
dries from want of petroleum,the flame gets 
down to the burner, beats the petroleum, and 
ignites the gee which ts tbereby created. 

7. The rerervoir must bo kept free from aii 
beating. The lamp must not be placed upon a 
stove, nor a burning lamp under a hanging 
one. 

8. The lamp must not be burned turned down. 
The turning down of the wick causes no saving 
of petroleum, but heats the burner and pro- 
duce? gas noxious in character and unpleasant 
in odor. 

@. The extinguishing of the lamp is effected 
by gently blowing over the glass after slightiy 
turning down the wick. Turning out and 
blowing into t!e cylinder may cause the Hame 
to contioue and reappear. 

19. It is finally recommended, as far as pos- 
sible, only to use banging lampe in family 
rooms or nurseries.

A Glanee at the Ol) Fields. 


A corresponde=t who has been over the field 
writes thus to the Titusville Heral!; - 

Away to the southwest from the Kane oper- 
ationgsome poking around is being done for 
the purpose of finding another pool. Hughes 
and others on warrant 3663 bave asmall pro- 
ducer—Joho Johnson saya aten-barreler. But 
whatever its capacity it has created astrong 
inclination ia the minds of some operators to 
possess themselves of some of the territory 
that is Jylog around loose thereabouts. It is 
said that Clark & Foster bave secured 2,0:0 
acres On Warrants 3663 and 8644 north, and have 
started two wells, while Miller & O’Deil have 
secured a fair sized bundle and also ta!k of 
doing some drijling. Just what all this means 
ig not clear to the average outsider who pays 
po attention to the locality. John R. Jobnoson 
and Hallock years ago obtained considerable 
territory by lease and oil right throughout 
that regivn, eastward of these latter operations 
and now claim that a reward for long waiting, 
as well as suffering, merits their acceptance. 
There is undoubtedly room in the wilderness 
southwest of Kane for several pools, but some- 
how they do not seem to come to the front as 
good little pools ought to do. 

As far into the past as 1663 wells were drilied 
along or near to the Clarion River in a direc- 
tion from the present operations that all belts 
are supposed to assume, but nothing of value 
wasfound. A tert at that time, however, was 
pot sufficient for the present day, and it is not 
improbable that a smal) deposit may be un- 
earthed somewhere in the extensive wilderness 
between the Clarion county development and 
those of Kane and Forest. Clemenger’s system 
of fifteen miles to a leap will not .lways work 
as it did at Kane. There are nosuch “plans” 
in the geological construction of oil deposits, 
The Hood operations of Windsor & Roberts on 
the Crab Tree lot, warrant 3.561, and others on 
the Duebing Jot 3,65¢, and Hall 3,669 lie southb- 
west from Hughes on 3,033, and the general 
opinion seems to prevail that there is a belt of 
small territory between the joints with possi- 
bilities of finding sometbiog of greater worth. 
It certainly bas never failed yet where sma) 
wells have been found good ones tre also a 
patural result. 

THE NIDDLE FIELD. 

The old wells in the Clarendon section bave 
declined considerably within the past two 
montbe, and there is some talk indulged in by 
some of the producers about starting the drill 
again, in order to elevate their daily output to 


ite former capacity, Tbera isa gepers) dispo- 


sition at present, however, to move extremely 
slow, half a dozen firms having the credit of 
the bigger end of the driliing business. Horton 
& Crary and the crowd connected with them 
are the most active, while a few others are urg- 
ing a set of tools east. Jesse Smith & Son, at 
Stoneham, and Beatty Bros. have been running 
one set each. The O’Donnell well, on the 
Hertzell farm, about one-half mile east of 
Rogers’ mill, at Glade, is said to be a light af- 
fa‘r. 

Tue Morrison Run operations ot Short, Rob- 
erte and others, commonly known ag the Ward 
& Law business, did not pan out as well as was 
expected. The first well was a failure, though 
it was located with much precision, even to 
straddling a miserable ravine, or branch of the 
main creek, in order to get the derrick over the 
spot, that the most good might result. The 
second is like unto the first,and this was lo- 
cated to perfect the belt system that gave rise 
to the operation in the first place. It was situ 
ated a couple of Jocations north of No.1. In 
this section the two sande—the Glade and the 
Clarendon—are found in a fair etate of compo- 
sition, but to an unpleasant degree deprived of 
the product that enriches. The lower sand was 
properly shot, but it would not respond. Then 
the well was plugged above this and shot in the 
Clarendon formation. The show here war 
quite good, but instead of tubing and giving 
the venture an opportunity totry tts hand at 
producing, they proceeded to drill out the plug 
and clean the hole tothe bottom. The conse- 
quence was the well would not flow at all. 
They now talk of inserting sucker-rods, which 
looks like a sensible move. 

Producing property is in good demand in 
this field and has been all through the season 
of depression. Sales as high as $60 a barrel 
net production have been made. C.A.&D 
Cornen recently closed out a churk of their 
Davis farm, southwest of Clarendon, with a 
number of wells, at that rate to Bridgewater 
of Michigan, a gentleman quite fresh in the 
business but a man who has an eye to business. 
He thinks the time to purchase property and 
production is wheo the price is low. There is 
one feature of Clarendon operatiors that may 
be considered peculiar, and that is ne man was 
ever known to lose money by trying to produce 
ol! there. On the contrary every man who has 
entered the field and attended strictly tothe 
business of producing has come out ahead. It 
is not so certain that this can be stated of even 
as rich a spot as 

KANE. 

Here the welis in many cases are no better 
producers than those of the middle field. Right 
in the center of that pool where the largest 
wellg were obtained at the opening thereof, 
they now bave producers of the capacity of one 
and a half inches in a 250 tank, and this species 
is said to constitute the ruling number. On 
lot 425 the Union Ojl Company bave four wells 
that yiekd about 40 barrels apiece, but it would 
require several scores of such as the remainder 
on the lot to equal the output of these four. 
What is true of Jot 425 must also be true of 
otbers. Kane will not yield the profite that 
were expected of ber. 

Operations are now principally confined to 
the northeast limite. Coast & Son, Mallory & 
Rathbone, Kennedy, Caldwell and a few others 
are doing some drilling in that quarter, and 
Craig & Cappeau on 3767 are a'so doing some. 
The field, however, is declining in yield as well 
as interest. The tests recently sunk by Mallory 
on 344 and Clinton on 345 are worthless. 


WASHINGTON. 

This field is producing a little less than 15,000 
barrelaa day and ig as liable to decline from 
this point as to increase, though it isso apt to 
furnieh surprises that predictions are entirely 
out of order Over on the west side the Hess 
Nos. 3and 4 b:.ve been guilty of finding oil in 
the 50-foot,a feature quite surprising at the 
Gordon end of the field. The Dyer and the 
Gordon deposits have ditfered so widely that it 
has led to peculiar sensations to find them be- 
ginning to agree in this 50 foot particular.

The Manufacture of Chloroform. 

This subject, originally taken from the 
Chem. Zeit., will be interesting to manutactu- 
rers of pharmaceuticai preparations. The 
preparation of chloroform on the large scale 
on strictly economical principles requires no 
little skill and care, 80 as to avoid losses and to 
obtain a good article. This is plain when we 
consider that the boiling point of pure chloro- 


‘form is only 61 deg.C. The following is the 


method given for its manufacture in quantity: 

If fresh bleaching powder be mixed with al- 
cohol and water into a thick mass, a violent re- 
action occure, with the formation of cbloro- 
form, formic acid, ethylbypochlorous ether, 
and small quantities of other compounds, In 
this reaction chloride of calcium is unacted 
upon. Calcium hydrate only takes part in the 
action in so far as it saturates a portion of the 
products formed by an excess of the bleaching 
powder in its action on thealcobol. In order 
to prevent the formation of these secondary 
products, an excess of alcohol must be present. 
The necessary apparatus for the preparation of 
ebjoroform is exceedingly simple. It consists 
of ope or more generators, condensers, smal! 
iron receivers, store tanks, wast ing pans and a 
copper rectifying retort. 

The Generator.—For the generators cyim- 
dera of boiler plate, 13 to 14 mm. thick are 
used. For a daily production of 125 kilo. of 


ebloroform, four geverators, 1.4 m. bigb and 


2m. diameter, are required. In each genera~ 
tor isan agitator, an inlet pipe for steam and 
one for water, and a manhole for charging 
with bleaching powder. On the upper edge of 
the generator is a perforated leaden pipe in 
connection with the water main; a tube, ‘756 
mm. inside diameter. with the greats et possible 
dip, combines the generator with the condens- 
er. The latter is placed as pear as possible to 
the generator. On leaving the condeneer, the 
condensing worm ends in arecelver. Thisisa 
«mall cylinder, 75 om. high and 40 cm. diame- 
ter, of boiler plate, 15 mm. thick. 

Washing Pane.—Crude chloroform contains 
considerable quantities of alcohol in solution, 
from which it is separated by washing with 
water. Ths apparatus consists of a narrow. 
high cylinder, with a temispherical bo‘tor ; 
and an agitator in the form of'Ja ship’s screve 
so that the liquid is worked upward. At tue 
side of the apparatus taps are attached to let 
off the wash water, As this water contains 
alcohol, it is kept in a store stank. In order to 
wash a daily yield of 160to 175 kilo. of crude 
chloroform, 800 liters of water are necessary. 

Reotification.—The chloroform, separated : g 
far as possible from water, is rectified in a cop- 
per retort. It is desirable, in this case, to con- 
nect the retort and the condenser with a tube, 
as short and as sharply inclined as possible. Es 
perience has shown that with 4 parts of bleach- 
ing powder of 103 deg. to 102 deg., 3 parts alco- 
hol of 36 deg. Tralles, and 13 parts of water, 
give the best yield. In order to reach a daily 
production of 125 kilo. chloroform, esch gen- 
erator must be charged with 400 kilo. bleaching 
powder. 800 kilo. alcohol, and 1,300 liters water. 
The alcohol is first run in, then water, until 
1,600 liters of liquid are in the vessel, and the 
agitator is set in motion. The 400 kilo. bleach- 
ing powder are then added; the vease) is closed, 
and heated with steam, Ata certain point of 
the generator an iron tube, which fs filled with 
oil, dips into the liquid, and ia the oil a 
thermometer is placed. As soon as the ther- 
mometer indicates 40 degrees, steum ig turned 
off; the agitator is kept in motion until the 
thermometer indicates 45 degrees,and is then 
stopped. The temperature now rises slowly to 
about 60 degrees, usually its highest point. In 
very warm weather the temperature is apt to 
rise higher, but this must be as far as possible 
prevented by running cold water over the ap- 
oaratus, Between the receiver and the con- 
denser a glass tube isiuserted. Assoon ag the 
reaction begins, a fine rain of chloroform, al- 
cohol and water ia seen to be driven through 
thetube. Theatr d:iven from the apparatce 
ig saturated with chloroform vapor, and this 
must be allowed to escape into the open air, 
after previously being washed through water. 
This violent reaction lasts about a minute, and 
then chloroform begingto pass over. As 300n 
ag about J kilo, are distilled cif, the agitator is 
agaio set in motion. When no more chioro- 
form separates Out in a sample of the distillate, 
the iron receivers are changed, and the distil- 
late, consisting of alcohol saturated with chic- 
roform ig collected separately. This is con- 
tinued till, on shakiog with water, no more 
chloroform separates out. The distillation is 
continued, and the weak alcohol run into the 
store tank until it reaches 3 per cent. Tralles, 
The lime mud ig then run off. The weak alco- 
boi in the tank is made up to the proper 
strength, and used for a fresh operation. 





The Manganese Beds of the Warm 
Springs Basin. 

A correspondent sends the foilowiag to the 
Tron A,e: A little distance west of the French 
Broad River and just within the limits of the 
Btate of North Carolina is one of nature’s most 
singular freaks. There, entirely surrounded 
by high mouatainée of Potsdam sandstone, is an 
eliptically-shaped valley, the rocks of which 
are Quebec dolomite, and they, as well as the 
surrounding sandstone, are pitched at a steep 
angle. At the upper end of this area, immedi- 
ately onandin the French Broad Hiver, and 
just before the dolomite limestone is cut off by 
the Potsdam sandstone, are the Wurm &prings. 
The water bursts up through the limestone in 
more than a dozen places at temperatures vary- 
ing from 90 deg. to 130 deg., and from these 
springs I bave given the name to the singular 
basin which lies to the northwest. This basin 
ie about $ miles long and from 1 
to 3 miles wide; on its northern end 
are large beds of limonite, and on its 
whole western side in a continuous belt of 
manganese ore. While the ore may be ina 
series of large be is connected, yet there is no 
doubt of its continuity from the old Allen 
Place near the North Carolina line to near the 
Warm 8pringe. I found no difficulty in tracing 
it even on horseback. This manganese ore has 
remained comparatively unnoted until within 
a few months past, and now there isa certainty 
of its being carefully and thoroughly tested. 
Messrs. J. B. White & Oo., the pioncers and 
owners of the famous Crimora Mines, bave 
leased land belonging to Hon. W. C. Whitt 
horne and otbers, and under the management 
of Professor Ritchie have commenced mining 
operations on a scale which show a determina- 
tion to seek until they find, 

The geological position of this manganese 
belt isthatofa contact deposit between the 
dolomitic limestone and the Potsdam sand-tone 
and it occurs continuously in the lowest vai- 
leye 04 well as op the sun mite of the highest 
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ridges that cut across its course.

Pig lead is easier, and the market is depressed 
underalack of demand. Molders quote 4 65c 
forcommon without finding purchasers, and 
refined is < ffvred at 4 75c without results, For- 
eign is obtainable at 475c on the spot. The 
Western markets are aleo dull. Messrs. Jobn 
Wahl & Co. of St. Louis, report that market 
under date of the 13th as follows: ‘Lead still 
continues a drug on the market, and its near 
future course is difficult to foreshadow. The 
conservative element of sellers, however, 
seems to have come to the conclusion thata 
change is likely to occur most any time, and 
that a better demand for the article will be 
created soon. Transactions for the week end- 
ing have been light, at a slight decline from 
our last quotations. In the neighborhood of 
300 tons of common changed hands at prices 
descending from 4 42K%@434c. We hear of no 
trading in desilverized. ‘The Jatter article bis 
apparentiy held above market quotations. 
Corroders have been the must bearish among 
buyers, and have almostin a body withdrawn 
from market. For this reason, the non-trading 
in corroding brands.’” Mesr3. Everett & Post 
of Chicago. write under date of Sept. 18th: 
“The several lead markets have shown no ac- 
tivity during the week jus. closing and a total 
absence of demand is noticeable. We hear of 
svome fine corroding lead pressing for sale im- 
mediate delivery, but the principal low offer- 
ings are confined to common lead suitable for 
pipe. etc. Consumers,especially the corroders, 
complain ot very duil trade for the manufac- 
tured article. From the various centers of 
consumption we have returns of a marked im- 
Provement in business and we incline to the 
opinion that the present apathetic condition of 
the lead trade is only temporary and as fall 
advances a higher level of prices may be 
reached, yet the key to the situation depends 
very largely upon purchases by the ccrroders,” 
White lead in oil is meeting with only a mod- 
erate demand, trade being far behind that of 
last year at this time. The market has been 
somewhat unsettled by reports of irregulari- 
ties practiced by some of the Boston dealers 
but the integrity of the Association has been 
in no wise affected. As intimated in our last 
Boston dealers have been delivering lead to 
outside points at the association prices and 
have caused the corroders much inconvenience 
and trouble, but it is believed the matter will 
soon be satisfactorily adjusted. The corroders 
were to have held a meeting in Chicago about 
the middle of November but this may necessi- 
tate a change of date to about the middle of 
next month. At present the terms and prices 
of the association are: 7c net for lead 
in oll in quantities of less than 500 Ibs 
in wood, and ‘Jc 60 days, or 24% per cent 
discount for cash in 15 days from date of in- 
voice for lots of 500 lbs and over. Lead in oil 
in 25 lb, 124 1b and 1 to 5 lb cans is quoted at 
an edvance of }éc, lcand 24¢c respectively, on 
the keg prices. The rebates are as heretofore 
and are payable at the end of the year to buy- 
ers who observe the rules of the association. 


American oxide of zinc continues in good 
demand at unchanged prices. French is 
selling to a moderate extent at 650 
for dry Antwerp red scealin bbls of 220% Ibs, 
and 6c for dry Paris green seal. Discounts are 
as follows: To buyers of 10 bbi lots of one or 
assorted grades 1 per cent, 20 bbls 2 per cent, 
and 50 bbis 4 per cent.

The discounts 
are 75 and 10@75 and 10 and 5 per cent, as to 
size of order. 

The situation in the American window glass 
market remains very unsettled. The workers 
have practically declared a strike, as the manu- 
facturers have refused to accede to their de- 
mands for an increase either of the blowers’ or 
the gatherers’ wages. The intention was to 
start the tires on the 15th inst, but now the date 
of starting is very uncertain. It is reported 
that the majority of the workers have become 
tired of enforced idleness, and are urging their 
leaders to make corcessions, and it is intimated 
that the strike will soon be broken and work 
resumed on or about the Ist prox. In the 
meaotime the local market remains firm, and 
considerable inquiry is noted, though business 
is restricted in consequence of small supplies. 
The discounta are 75 per cent on single and 75 
and 5 per cent on double. 


PLATE GLASS. 


An active jemand for plate glass is still re- 
ported, though large orders are seldom re- 
ceived. The market is very firm, discounts re- 
maining at 60 and 10 per cent for both kinds.

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New Use for Ozokerite. 


A foreign paper says that a new and import- 
ant application of ozokerite has been recently 
= ts discovered in Russia, It is now used for making 
ties on the Transcaspian Railroad, which has 
already passed Oschabat and nearly reached 
Merv. The process of manufacture is very 
simple and inexpensive’ Kyra, the local name 





for ozokerite, is foudd there in thin layers of 
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Manganese,

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seven-inch thickness. In its primitive state it 
contains a certain percentage of decayed mat- 
ter. To remove this the ozokerite is melted in 
large caldrons, the refuse sinks to the bottom 
and the pure ozokerite is collected at the top. 
‘Lhis purified ozokerite, melted and mixed with 
75 per cent of limestone and 25 per cent of fine 
gravel, gives a very good asphalt, which is 
pressed in boxes and shaped like railroad ties. 
Notwithstanding the high temperature, which 
reaches 48 degrees R. (140 degrees F.), the ties 
retain their ahepe and hardness. These asphalt 
ties are used all along the road, except at the 
ends and center of every rail, where as yet 
wooden ties are employed. In this way about 
$800 a mile is economized.

Tiere has been no 
fluctuation in values during the week, 75c. be- 
iug the figure at which the few transactions 
were made, There is asort of hope that much 
of our present surplus may be consumed as 
fuel ifa satisfactory burner can be procured, 
and that relief may come to us through this 
channel, It is becoming apparent that new 
uses must be created for our product or there 
must be instituted the hard policy of starva- 
tion by grinding values to a point where all 
small wells will be compelled to shut down. 
The latter would be a severe experience for 
many, but it would perhaps teach a valuable 
lesson to selfishness. Had the producers been 
decently libera' this spring, and refrained from 
activity in drilling operations, prices to-day 
would have been fairly good with prospects of 
an advance, but so soon as they fancied them- 
selves sure of 9c they did their level best to 
deluge the market and ruin their benefactors. 
But for the exertions of a few gentlemen prices 
to-day would be even lower.—Petrolia Topte,

Linseed ol] shows no change, the position 


being practically the same as for many weeks 


past. The demand from coosumers, while fair 
is not equal to that usually experienced at this 
season, the reason being probably that dealers 
are filled up with oil purchased at low prices 
during the spring and eacly summer. The sit- 
uation is not at all satisfactory to crushers but 
they maintain a firm front and refuse to name 
any concessions from 43c, Offerings of outside 
brands continue limited and we have heard of 
no recent transactions of consequence. 

Crude cotton oil is offering on this market in 
astray iots at 6(@83e according to quality, the 
ysit named price representing prime oil. There 
ig talk of new crop oil, but none has made its 
appearance as yet on ’Change, although 50 bbis 
arrived since our last, This lot will not be 
offered for sale, however. No fresh business is 
reported either here or at the South.The fact of 
two or three more important mills having been 
absorbed by the combination lately bas served 
asa topic for discussion, and it is agreed that 
the control of the industry as at present con- 
centrated will place a new complexion on the 
situation. The mills referred to are the Magin- 
nis oil and soap works of New Orleans, 
the owners of which held out to the present 
time; the Hamilton, of Shreveport, La., with 
over 100 boxes and a soap works attached, and 
the concern of Paris, Texas. It is stated that 
the Howard mills, recently destroyed by fire, 
will be rebuilt immediately and fitted up to 
manufacture the products 20 per cent cheaper 
than heretofore, Seed continues to favor 
crushers at $8 per ton on the levee at New Or- 
leans.

A very light 
domestic business is doing and the market is 
only supported by the scarcity of supplies of 
prime vil, Off grades are freely offered at 36@ 
89c,but there is little inclination to buy; winter 
yellow, slightly below the standard can Le 
bought at 40c. Were it not for the firm feeli g 
of holders, the market might be termed nom- 
inal so far as sales are concerned. A transac- 
tion embracing 100 vbis is the rare exception 
these days and about the only persons doing 
any business are the jobbers. Buyers are post- 
poning their wants until new crop oil is offered 
and prices established for the same. They 
have an ideathat present values are fictitious 
and must react in the face of a large produc- 
tion, but neglect to take into consideration the 
new forces which will govern the supply. 
There is a probability that all the mills scat- 
tered through the South will not be in opere- 
tion, but this will become more apparent later 
in the season, The arrival of 200 bbis of cotton 
oil by the Egypt on Sunday last from Liver- 
pool created some talk inthe trade. The lot is 
not foreign oilsent over hereto meet an urgent 
demand befvre new oll could be placed on the 
market, but an off grade summer yellow origin- 
ally from New Orleans. It was shipped back to 
New York because a Letter price could be ob- 
tained here than in any of the English markets 
and this fact illustrates the condition of the 
export trade, which is stagnant. Our latest 
advices from London are to the effect that for 
refined cotton oil the market has been more 
lively than before, and not only have the sales 
increased but the quotations named from time 
to time have improved, being now £i9 103@20 
53 in London and £17 10:@18 5s per ton in Hull, 
according to make, package and date of deliv- 
ery. No change is reported from New Orleane, 
prime summer yellow being quoted at 35@36c. 
with 35e bid, 

Ceylon cocoanut oil continues to improve in 
price, but business is light- The luwest figure 
quoted to-day was 5?4c for large packagee, and 
some holdcrs were asking 6c. We have sales of 
25 tons on spot at £34@6c as to style of pack- 
age. From Ceylon we hear that holders of oil 
are unwilling sellers, owing to the difficulty 
experienced in obtaining coprah, through the 
heavy floods, which have almost completely 
stopped supplies. Cochin oil on spot is still 
held firmly at 774@8c according to quantity, 
but it is difficult to get 8c shaded.

Olive oil has been in extra good demand, 
most of the purchases being made by import- 
ers here and in Boston. We are reported 
transactions aggregating 100 bbls on the bas's 
otf 78@80c, and the sensitive market is gaining 
in strength. We learn from Naples that there 
have not been wanting the usual reports at this 
season of olive worm in the lower portions of 
the Gioja district; but according to last reliable 
accounts, it is nothing of any consequence, 
and, on the whole, the reports from the grow- 
ing districts are very favorable, the olives be- 
ing generally sound and large, and the fall of 
fruit thus far unusually restricted. Some 
more purchases have been made for Russian 
account, and latterly there has been a specula- 
tive demand for nesr deliveries; but, on the 
other hand, the export demand for England 
has been missing, and as the season advances 
there is more willingness on the part of holders 
to realize, 


Animaland Fish Oils. 

Lard oii bas ruled steady throughout the 
week at the prices quoted last, but to-day there 
was a noticeable weakness, brought about by 
the reversed position of the lard market, which 
turned on Monday in favor of the bears who 
are hammering prices down to suit their con- 
venience. The reaction however is | elleved to 
be of short duration, as it is a speculative fea- 
ture with little support. It is alleged that the 
downward course ot values in lard was caused 
by packers of provisions in the West who 
jumped on the market in order to influence 
values on hogs and give them a chance to buy 
at cheaper prices. City pressers are not hast- 
ening the decline by lowering their views to 
any important extent on lard oll and quote the 
market steady at 5j@3Sc for prime, while west- 
ern is obtainable at 1@2c below these figure’. 
The offerings of extra No. 1 are lim ted to one 
or two brands, for which full figures are real- 
ized, but other pressers are pushing No. 1 for- 
ward as a substitute, 

Crude sperm oil is held up to %5e, at which 
figure We have gales of 300 bbls at New Bedford 
for manufacture.

small buyers, which cannot be misunderstood 
As competition in paraffine oils is sharp, the 
trade need not be surprised at the weekly 
changes in values. Jobbers are not stocking 
up, but in order to get close figures enter into 
safe contracts for round lots to be delivered 
when wanted at the market price ruling at the 
time of delivery. No violent fluctuations can 
be looked for in this market, as values have 
already settled on a very low basis, and buyers 
will not lose anything by anticipating wants at 
present prices. The demand for 25 gravity is 
excellent, but the movement in 28 grav- 
ity is slow at about 6c, although 
favorite buyers in a large way can get this 
shaded, The better grades of paraffine oils are 
relatively higher, as they have a special use and 
manufacturers can generally get what they 
ask. This is especially true of trade mark 
brands which have not sympathized with the 
lower tendency of the market, because they 
have a regular movement and consumers are 
slow to make a change after being wedded toa 
certain grade of lubricating oils for years, 

Light filtered cylinder stock holds its own 
and manufacturers are very careful in grant- 
ing concessions on this article. The range of 
prices is not so wide apart; a good stock guar- 
anteed to be 600 fire test is said to com- 
mand 19c, but 1;@18c will buy sume makee. 
Of course these figures are for large quantities. 
Some grades which test 560@575 degrees are 
also realizing 17@18c, and in some instances 
1éc, but a lower figure wl not buy a prime 
article. Dark filtered is offering at 13@16c, ac- 
cording to quality and brand, and it is said that 
12c will buy unknown makes, which mean an 
uncertain quality. We hear very little about 
extra cold test, and it is understood that this 
grade will receive very little attention from 
manufacturers this season, except on order. 
Dark steam refined has been improved in its 
manufacture by certain parties who quote 12@ 
18c as their range of prices, but in- 
different quality can be bougbt from that down 
to 9c and probably lower. Quotations depend 
entirely on the quality of the goods. Every 
house seems to be bent on improvement, and 
by this means eievate the trade in lubricants to 
the benefit of consumers. 

Black reduced oils are between two seasons 
when very little business is looked for. Sum- 
mer oil is nomiraily held at 6c, but business 
has been done on a lower basis by holders who 
have considerable to dispose of. The inquiry 
for cold test olls is light and prices have not 
been fairly established. Some makers quote 
8c for 15 cold test and 8c for 25@30 test, but 
these prices can be shaded ¢c per gallon for 
large lots in other hands. Competition is ex- 
pected to be brisk in this line during the win-

A New Process for Soap. 


At a recent meeting of the National Agricul- 
tural Society of France, under the presidency 
of the distinguished father of tinctorial chem- 


istry, M. Chevreul, the question of the utiliza- 
tion of suint, the natural grease found in wool, 
was discussed. The subject is not a new one. 
Half a century ago M. Chevreul had made 
known the elementary composition of suint, 
but from that day to this little or no use has 
been found forit. Flowing from wool scour- 
ing mazhines into natural watercourses, it pol- 
lutes them and renders the lands through 
which they run insalubrious. The evil is a 
growing one. Since his first researches, the 
consumption of woolensin France has doubled. 
Her annual clip has grown to 220 millions of 
pounds, and she imports at least an equal 
amount, Of those 440 millions of pounds near- 
ly 50 per cent. is wasted, of which the principal 
part is suint. 

To utilize this enormous quantity to the 
profit of the soap industry bas long been a 
favorite project, but the difficulties in the way 
have been too great, because the suint, in the 
condition in which it is extracted, has been 
found to be non-saponifiable. 

To adapt it to the purp se of the soap boiler, 
and thus make it available in the manufacture 
of the 600 million pounds of soap annually pro- 
duced in France, would at once rid the textile 
industries of a great and growing nuisance 
and cheapen the cost of one of their indispen- 
sible necessities. M. Rohart exhibited before 
the society above ramed a quantity of 


soap made by him on a large scale, 
from suint, at the works of Mi- 
chaux Brothers, at Aubervilliere. He first 


changes the elementary composition of the 
suint, by the use of sulphur. This he does by 
simply raising the grease to its fusing point, 
and bringing it in contact with sulphureted 
hydrogen. The gas is absorbed in large quan- 
tities, as high as 100 times the bulk of the 
grease being taken up. At the close of the 
operation the sulphur has become a constituent 
of the fluid mass, which, like almost all other 
tatty matters, when simply treated, acquires 
new properties, perm tting it to be treated by 
methods altogether different from those previ- 
ously employed, and giving rise to products 
also new. 

By the action above stated, suint becomes 
immediately and completely saponifiable in 
the cold. The soap formed no longer possesses 
the odor peculiar to suint, nor is that of sul- 
phureted hydrogen perceptible. An intimate 
combination of the constituent principles of 
the matter formed has therefore taken place. 
This is further indicated by the fact that if the 
mixture be run into the pans to grain at 3) to 
40 deg. C., its temperature will rise in a few 
hours to 60 to 70 dee. C, 

In practice, the result is of uniform quality, 
fine grained and perfectly homogenous. The 
operation is finished in an hour, while usually 
the making of a batch of soda soap takes six or 
eight days. The claim is made that if strong, 
upright machine mixers be used, 100,000 pounds 
of soap can be made in a day, without much 
expense either for labor or fuel. In view of its 
mauy spplications, this is a very cheap svap. 

The great interest naturally felt in this dig- 
covery is enhanced by the new chemical reac. 
tion which it has revealed; a reaction as 
unexpected as {it is valuable. Contrary to 
what has hitherto been known concerning 
the saponification of fatty matters, thiscan be 
produced completely without first rendering 
the alkali caustic, Alkaline carbonates serve 
the purpose perfectly. This new scientific fact

is not only applicable to fate which have pre- 
viously been converted into fatty acids, but is 
true of all such matters, including suint, which 
are not normally saponifiable. even with caus- 
tic alkalies; for in the presence of fatty bodies 
previously sulphurized, alkaline carbonates are 
immediately decomposed, even in the cold. 
Carbonic acid gas isso abundantly disengaged 
that unless the vessel be deep, a portion of its 
contents will froth over. If this be avoided, 
the result will be a soap perfectly defined. 

The change undergone by the suint would 
seem to be due to substitution, a molecular 
movement which reveals the power of the 
affinity of the alkalies, or rather perhaps of the 
alkaline metais,forsulphur. This fact must 
be recognized in accounting for the expulsion 
of carbonic acid from its combinations with 
potassa and soda, That, under the circumstan- 
ces, this gas should be expelled, is not only a 
surprise tu the scientist, buta great boon to 
industry. If, in the state of the caustic alkali, 
a certain yuantity of soda costs 46 cents, that 
quantity in the form of carbonate would cost 
29 cents, a difference of 17 in 46, say 38°5 per 
cent. Where, asin Marseilles, many millions 
of pounds of soda are annually used in the 
soap manufacture, the importance of this sav- 
ing is manifest. Moreover, as the reault is the 
same with the carbonate of potassa as with the 
carbonate of soda, itis doubtless possible to 
apply the process directly to the manufacture 
of softsoaps, using for the puapose the crude 
‘pots and pearls” of commerce.—Teztile Rec- 
ord.

TUESDAY EVENING, Zept. 21, 1886. 

The week under review has shown somewhat 

m >re animation, end may be considered worthy 
of special note as compared with the weeks 
that have gone before by reason of a mild 
boom which was started on Wednesday and 
developed its full force on Thursday, the price 
being forced up to 66c, the highest point 
reached for some time, and represents an ad- 
vance of 3c over the average price of the week 
preceding. The trading has also shown some 
mprovement, induced by the flurry, the in- 
creased purchases being largely due to opera- 
tions of outside speculators who had kept 
aloof forsome time, While the fluctuations, 
asarule, were within a limited range, the 
shorts were subjected to several squeezes when 
they attempted to cover. The lowest point of 
the week was shortly after the opening on 
Wednesday last, when sales were made at 63349, 
and the highest point, 66c, was touched on 
Thuraday, and again on Monday. The infiu 
ences that tended to bring about the advauce 
were due to effortsof operatecrs both here aad 
at Oil City and Pittsburg, though the latter 
were mainly influenced by the course of values 
here. The news from the region continued of 
a bearish character, but, owing to local intia- 
cnces, did not exert the full depressing influ- 
ence locked for, though it doubtless prevented 
the bull party from maintaining the advance, 
and probably helped to bring about the reac- 
tion of the past two days. The large produc- 
tion of the Washington field, ranging from 
37,000 to 18,000 bbis per day, with more wells on 
important locations to come in, is a formidable 
obstacle to the bull party, as is algo the ia- 
crease at Shoustown. The total sales fur the 
week foot up 25,205, 0U bbls, 

The news from the field, as before stated, was 
of a bearish character,nearly ail the wella com- 
{og in showing a fair production and incress 
ing the total, b3ing more than sufficient to 
make up the decrease inthe older wells. On 
Wednesday last the Willets No 1 reached the 
top of the pay streak and showed some oil, the 
Willets.No 9 was increasing ita yield and the 
Willets No 10 was in the shell on top ofthe 
sand and was expected to develop into an im- 
portant well. Tne Thayer No 4 was reported 
in the Gordon sand and was reported doing 80 
bbls per hour. On Thursday the McKeown No 
lreached the top of the firat pay streak and 
tlowed at intervals ata 2i0 bbla per day rate. 
‘The Buoghole well entered the pay sand and 
filled up with oil. This well was expected tc 
show a large production when completed and 
news was looked for with interest. The Me~- 
Keown well on the Hart lot reached the top of 
eand and was showing some oi]. The Skannon 
No 5 at Shannopin reached the top of the sand 
and gave promise of becoming an important 
well, On Friday the Cameron No 5 struck the 
first pay streak aod was showing good, having 
done 408 bbis in the first 18 hours. The Thayer 
No 4 was doing 27 bbls per hour and was mov- 
ing boiler. The Bunghole commenced 
drilling and further news was ayaited with 
interest. The reports on Saturday showed 
the McKeown to be on topof the first pay 
streak and flowing at the rate of 330 bblia per 
day. Drilling was commenced at the Bung- 
bole, which was full of oll. The Willets No. 10 
was 3 feetin the sand, aod made three small 
tiows on one bit. The Cameron No 5com- 
menced drilling, and was flowing at the rate of 
600 bbie per day. ‘The Thayer No 5 was4 feet 
inthe sand and flowing at intervals, but po 
gauge wastaken. Tne Bunghole made its first 
tlow, but was of short duration. The Willetts 
No 10 was4 feet in the sand and flowing at the 
rate of 25 bbls per hour. The Thayer No 5 was 
fi»wing at intervals of one-half hour, but no 
gauge wastaken. On Monday the Thayer No 
5 bad increased her flow to 550 bbis per day. 
The Bunghole showed improvement, but was 
now attracting less interest. The Hess No 3 
reached the top of the Gordon sand. The 
Thayer No 4 was drilling, add shewed some 
increase. The Thayer No 2 reached good sand 
and was improving, and the Thayer No 6 was 
also showing an increase. Taylor No 8 was 
through the sand, as was also the Fisher. 

To-day’s developments were not particu- 
larly encouraging to those who hoped to 
sustain the prices of the past few days. 
About the only prop that the bull party 
had on which to hang an excuse tor 
sustaining the advance—the advance in refined 
- was knocked out from under them this after- 
noon, when the price was restored to the fig- 
ures of week ago. The reports from the regio: 
showed the Cameron No.7 to be on top of the 
second pay streak and doing at a 4)0 bb: per day 
sate and the No.5 at600 bbis an! increasing. 
Ths Bunghole was doing at a 45 bbl rate this 
noon. The increase inthe production of new 
wells since Saturday is 1,500 bbie, while the 
old we'ls show a decrease to the extent of 1,200 
bbis, which gives a net increase in the produc- 
tion of the Washington field 320 bbis per day. 
Decisive news from the Willeta wella Nos 8 
and 12 and the Hess No. 3 is hourly expected. 

On Wednesday last the market opened where 
it left of the evening before, and continued 
within an ‘4c of 64340 until noon, shortly after 
which hour the bull party scered a couple of 
points, and then the interest became general 
and trading quite brisk. After 2 o’clock there 
was considerable excitement, and when the 
shorts tried to cover, the price was forced up 
wotil 64940 was reached, but just before the 
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close there was @ break and 64Kc was asked 
and €48gc bid. The market had apparently got 
out of the rut, ani was bound to go up in 
spite of the fact that the news from the region 
was even more bearish in its character than 
far some time past. Under the stimulus of the 
spurt, which some operators dignified by call- 
ing it a boom, trading was quite active, the 
total sales fcr the day footing up 3,933,090 bbls. 
The gauges reported were: Willets No 9, 128 
bbis per hour; Fisher, 39 bbls; Davis No 1, 88 
bbl3; Davis No 2, 58 bbls per hour, and the 
production was given at 16,500 bbis, again 
showing an increase of 1,00 bbis. Later news 
showed the Willets No9 to be increasing, and 
that the Murphy well had done 400 bbls during 
the second 24 hours after being torpedoed. 
This did not have any effect on the operations 
in the ring, and the market closed feverish.

was short, a reaction quickly setting in. The 
course was & see-saw one tetween 6434c and 65c, 
though the latter figure appeared to be the limit 
that those operating to keep up prices cared 
toattain.

Medicated Soaps. 


The following is an abstract of an interesting 
paper on “Soaps, Especially Medicated, in Dis- 
eases of the Skin,” by Dr. John V. Shoemaker, 
of Philadelphia. The writer first discussed at 
length the use of soap in health and disease, 
after which medicated soaps in disease were 
carefully considered. It was pointed out that 
both potash and soda soaps could be combined 
with various chemical substances to form med- 
icated soaps of either the soft or hard variety. 
Soap so prepared was shown to be an easy and 
convenient vehicle for cutaneous app:ications. 
The value of potash soap, medicated with 
tar, naphthol, carbolic acid, salicylic acid, sul- 
pbur, balsam of Peru, mercury and other sub- 
stances were next cited. The writer finally 
added that soda soap, medicated, had even a 
more extensive use in the treatmentof dis- 
eases of the skin than potash soap into which 
certain drugs had been introduced. Soda soap 
could be medicated with a variety of sub- 
stances that could also be conveniently and 
easily brought into contact with the diseased 
surface. It was not only a usetul and cleanly 
vehicle for applying for medicine, but it also 
rid the skin of all abnormal products, and re- 
moved the epidermis in a mild way, exposing 
the sensitive skin. 

A variety of medicinal substances and com- 
binations had been tested by him in soda soap 
for some years, both in private practice and in 
di-pensary and hospital service, with the effect 
of producing the following medicated soaps, 
which have been found advantageous, and 
were now largely used in the Philadeiphia Hos- 
pital for Skin Diseases. Each soap referred to 
was divided into pieces or cakes that had an av- 
erage weight of three ounces and a half, or 1680 
grains. 

Alum Soap —Sapo aluminis, (0 per cent., was 
most useful in byperidrosis and seborrh@. ole- 
ova. It checked or assisted in relieving the dis- 
ebharge, and often brought the diseased surface 
into a condition suitable for other remedies. 
Many cases of pustular eczema, particularly in 
the sub-acute stage, were benefited by it. It 
freed the surface of crusts and scales, and aid- 
ed in lessening the formation of pus. 

Arnica Soap.—Soap arnice, 10 per cent., was 
very good to use in sore nipples, and in many 
inflammatory affections around the mucou 
outlets of the body. It was likewise service- 
able in cleansing boils, carbuncles, and many of 
the pustular skin affections. The irritable and 
sensitive condition of the skin that might exist 
during ths course of tiese diseases was fre- 
quently relieved by its use. It was also an ex- 
cellent application for abrasions, wounds, and 
bruises of the integument; soreness or pain, if 
present, was usually lessened or removed. 

Boro-Glycerine Soap.—Sapo Boro-Glyceriti, 
10 per cent., was preferable to either borax or 
boric acid soap. It possessed antiseptic and 
deodorant properties, and was particularly ap- 

plicable for the destruction of minute organ- 
isms. It was valuable for cleansing wounds, 
ulcers, suppurating, sloughing, or gangrenous 
surfaces, lessening inflammation and prevent- 
ing the action of atmospheric germs. 

Camphor Soap.—Sapo camphore, 10 per cent., 
bad primarily a stimalant, and at times an irri- 
tant action, which was succeeded by an ano- 
dyne effect. It was most frequently used for 
the relief of the pruritus of eczema, chilblains, 
and other irritable affectigqns of the skin. 

Carbolic Acid Soap.—Sapo acidi carbolici, 5 
per cent., bad at first a stimulant action, fol- 
lowed usually by an angathetic effect. It had 
been largely employed for its antiseptic action 
in wounds and all suppurating sores, and the 
accompanying itching was often delayed by it. 
It was excellent for chronic eczema, psoriasis, 
and many other cutaneous diseases, but, on ac- 
count of its unpleasant and penetrating odor, 
many persons preferred naphtho/ and salicylic 
acid soaps. 


Chamomile Soap.—Sapo anthemidis, 10 per 
cent , was a mild stimulant and astringent, pos 
sessing an agreeable aromatic odor, and being 
very accaptable in many inflaamatory affec- 
tions. It was excellent in intertrigo or chafing, 
and in dermatitis, seborrhea, hyperidrosis, and 
bromidrosis, whilst it was particularly valuable 
both for its medicinal virtues and its aromatie 
odor, in all conditions of excessive secretion 
and ill-smelling sores. It was frequently ren- 
dered more effective by the addition of sul- 
phur, according to the following combina- 
tion: 

Chamomile and Sulphur Soap.—Sapo anthe- 
midis sulphurisque, 10 per cent., possessed the 
properties of both remedies in the combina- 
tion. In seborrhaa sicca on any part of the 
body, but more particularly on the scalp or 
portions covered by hair, it had a most decided 
effect in carrying off the scales and crusts from 
the surface. Loss of hair, so frequent from 
dandruff or seborrbe :a sicca, could be relieved 
or checked by the use of this soap. The greasy, 
shiny complexion, attended with numerous 
small elevations or pimples, a form cf acne, 
common to young women from either gastric 
or menstrual disorders,often yielded to applica- 
tions of it, and it assisted in restoring the skin 
to its healthy, transparent state. 

Eucalyptol Soap.—Sapo eucalyptoli, 5 per 
cent., had not only stimulating und astringent, 
but also pleasant balsamic qualities. It was, 
therefore, a useful disinfectant application to 
all foul-smelling wounds and ulcers. In foetid 
perspiration it was very efficacious. 

Naphthol Soap.—Sapo naphtholi, 6 per cent., 
was one of the most effiective of all the medi- 
cated soaps. It was useful in very many cuta- 
neous diseases, especially on account of being 
free from odor and baving stimulating, astrin- 
gent,and some apzsthetic effect upon the 
skin. Animal parasites on the skin or in the 
clothes were usually destroyed by its applica- 
tion, 

Salicylic Acid Soap.—Sapo acidi salicalici, 5 
per cent., was excellent for its antiseptic ac- 
tion, and was by far superior to carbolic acid 
soap. Its freedom from the irritating quality 
and disagreeable odor of the latter soap made 
it preferable to it in every way. It was admir- 
able for toilet purposes, and had proved 
serviceable in thickened conditions of the 
epidermis of the plantar, palmar, and extensor 
surfaces.

A New Substance for Thickening Min- 
eral Lubricating Oils.* 


The greater the increase in the use of mineral 
lubricating oils for industrial purposes, the 
greater is the amount of ingenuity displayed 
in adulterating them with foreign bodies. The 
commonest adulterants are vegetable and ani- 
mal fats and oils. resin, resin oils and coal tar 
oil, Less commonly known are a more repre- 
hensible kind of adulterants, since they do not 
yield a real solution. To this class belong 
soaps ofthe alkaline metals, talc, starch and 
concentrated solutions of gum, gelatine and 
size. The number of these “improving mate- 
rials” has recently been increased by asub- 
stance which cannot be regarded but as a very 
cleverly selected thickener, since it dissolves in 
mineral lubricating oils, and even when added 
in comparatively small quantities very 
considerably increases their viscosity. This 
“splendid” substance is alumina soap. A 
ten per cent. solution of it in mine- 
ral oil is known in commerce under the 
name Of “liquid gelatine,” although it does 
not contain even a trace of gelatine: The 
liquid is a brown, tolerably clear, syrup-like, 
but at the same time tough and stringy solu- 
tion, which has a tendency to contract like 
gelatine. Itisthis “liquid gelatine” which is 
now used to add to mineral lubricating oils to 
increase their viscosity. Although in this case

it is not possible to incorporate much of this 
alumina soap with the lubricating oils, stil! 
this little piece of manipulation must be con- 
demned, although the author willingly admits 
that many who add it believe thatit really 
does improve the ojl The author objects to 
this addition because the alumina soap sepa- 
rates out, especially if any particles of water 
get into it when the oil is used and the machin- 
ery then becomes soiled. The “liquid gelatine” 
when mixed with water forms a sticky, greasy 
ennulsion. It is rendered turbid on the addi- 
tion of petroleum ether or ordinary (ethylic) 
ether. When warmed it froths very much. 
When mixed with a lubricating oi’, it makes 
this froth also when used. If shaken up 
with 95 per cent. alcohol, and ether be 
then gradualiy added, there comes a 
time when the alumina soap separates, 
first as a fiocculent and afterwards as 

a granular precipitate. If more ether be added, 
however, the precipitate will be re-dissolved; 
consequently the amount of alumina soap can- 
not be determined quautitatively by this 
method. When the adulterant is only present 
in a comparatively small proportion in the oil, 
the separation by this means cannot be readily 
effected. The alumina soap can in that case be 
most easily detected by saponifying with soda 
and separating the fatty acids by means of a 
mineral acid, or making a quantitative deter- 
mination of the ash and testing this for alum- 
ina. In pure mineral oils the amount of ash 
never exceeds 0.058 per cent. Since this alum- 
ina soap is decomposed by a pure caustic soda 
solution and dissolves in this, it might be sup- 
posed that the quantitative determination of 
this substance wouid be effected in mineral 
oils with the greatest ease by saponifying 
with an excess of soda, weighing the 
residve oj}l and estimati.g the amount of 
alumina soap by difference. Soda, un- 
fortunately, does not extract the soap 
completely, hence the following process should 
be adopted, which is very accurate although 
somewhat tedious. The oi] is treated with di- 
lute hydrochioric acid, stirring constantly. 
The acid takes up ali the alumina whilst the 
fatty acids remain dissolved in the mineral oil 
The oil is then separated from the acid, treated 
with caustic soda, which will dissolve out the 
fatty acide, and then the pure mineral is sepa- 
rated from the alkaline solution by means of a 
separating funnel. The former is weighed by 
itself and the amount of alumina soap can then 
be determined by difference. To control this 
result,on the one hand the fatty acid can be 
extracted from the alkaline solution by acidi 
fving with a mineral acid and weighed; on the 
other hand, the alumna in the acid solution 
can be determined by any well known process. 
The weight of the fatty anhydrides and the al- 
umina should together be equal to the amoun. 
of alumina soap found indirectly.

Making Gan Cotton. 


“Gun cotton is common enough, and every- 
body has somesort of an idea what it is like,” 
said a chemist, “but there Isn’t one person, 
probably, out of a hundred, that knows what 
it is made of, or how it is made, to say nothing 
of a knowledge of the fact that there is only 
one place in the United States where it is 
manufactured. That manufactory has only 
been in operation a year or so. It belongs to 
the government, and is in Newport harbor. 
Until that factory was started all the gun cot- 
ton came from England. All the torpedoes 
are now made of this home-manufactured ex- 
plosive. 

“The manuracture of gun cotton is an in- 
teresting process. The best cotton waste only, 
combined with the purest and strongest of sul- 
phuric and nitric avids, is used in making it. 
There is but one establishment in the country 
where the suiphuric acid used by the Govern- 
ment can be obtained. The waste is subjected 





ce ee Se OR a, aa ea ee Me ee ae thorough hand picking, the pickers re- 
moving every particle of dirt and grit. Itis 
then placed in huge boiling tanks for four 
hours. Then it passes through a cleansing 
process, being washed thoroughly, when it is 
re-boiled. At this stage in the treatment of the 
waste there is not a particle of oily matter left 
in it, and it has become harsh and stiff, almost 
like wire cloth. After the second boiling it is 
placed in a room heated by the waste air of 
drying boxes, where it is left until it is per- 
fect'y dry. As it driesthe cotton is drawn into 
curly snarisand bunches. In that condition 
its contact with the acids could not be even 
and thorough, so the snarls are run through a 
shredding machine, which tears it into a fluffy 
condition, when it would be a perfect absorb- 
ent if there was not still remaining in it a 
certain amount of moisture, imperceptible to 
the touch, but quickly detected by the action 
ofthe acids. To remove this moisture the 
waste is placed in an air-tight box, where it is 
exposed to a steady temperature of 200 deg. 
This exposure, after five hours, has dissipated 
all the moisture, and then the cotton is ready 
for the acid, having been made into small bun- 
dles for the purpose 

“Tron troughs are filled with nitric and sul- 
phuric acid mixed, one part of the former and 
two parts of the latter. Into these the cotton 
is placed, one bundle at a time. Ten minutes 
in the bath is sufficient to soak the cotton 
through and through. The cotton is put into 
hand presses and the acid pressed out. At this 
stage the acidized waste is put into covered 
earthen jars. In these jars the cotton under- 
goes & radical chemical reaction, and so great 
is the heat evolved during the transformation 
that the jarsare placed in vessels into which 
cold water is kept constantly running. After 
twenty-four hours of this treatment the cot- 
ton has become vitiated, which is the last stage 
io its practical evolution into gun cotton; but 
it still holds its acid ingredients, and they 
must be removed even to the slightest suspi- 
cion of their presence, or their action would 
soon destroy the value of the explosive. 

* To remove the acid from the nitrated waste 
it is run, one charge ata time, through a pow- 
erful wringer, which separates all of the acid 
that it is possible to separate by pressure. 
From the wringer it is transferred to a large 
tub into which the water is constantly flowing. 
The cotton is agitated and tumbled about in 
the water by a wheel which turns rapidly in 
the tub. No more thorough washing could be 
given to anything than this gun cotton receives 
there. It istumbled aboutin the water until 
the latter, which is tested every little while by 
the employe in charge, has no suspicion of 
acid. When the gun cotton emerges from this 
bath it has been drawn into long shreds and 
rolled into many balis,and it is then safe to 
handle and store away for use. In that form, 
however it would take up too much room and 
be inconvenient for military use, and it is put 
though processes that rednce its bulk. 

“The shreddy and globular fragments ot cot- 
ton are made into charges of 300 pounds 
weight. A tub large enough to receive that 
bulk is fitted ioside with steel cutters and 
grinders. Water ls mixed with the cotton, 
and it is ground and cut into ap almost impal- 
pable pulp. This process soils the cotton, and 
the pulp is rinsed with lime water until it 1s 
clean again. The pulp is then drawn from the 
tub into an iron tank. From the tank it is fed 
into iron moulds, which press the water from 
the pulp and form it into cylinders eight 
inches long and something over three inches in 
diameter. The cylinders of cotton are then 
placed under a powerful hydraulic press, 
which reduces them under a pressure of 1,700 
pounds to the square inch. This tremendous 
weight on the cylinders flattens them into 
cakes two inches thick, and their specific grav- © 
ity is about that of water—a trifle greater. The 
gun; cotton is then ready for use and storage,

So far as the jobbing demand is concerned 
dealers in drugs should have no fault to find 
with the present condition of business. The 
larger jobbing houses have been compelled to 
work part of their force evenings filling the or- 
ders received during the week, most of which 
have come in by mai!, and the anxiety of 
the buyers to obtain goods show, as we before 
intimated, that stocks in distributors’ hands 
throughout the country are very much de- 
pleted. There is a buoyant tone to the market 
and prices on the majority of the articles men- 
tioned below are gradually rising. Changes in 
a downward direction are few and forthe most 
part unimportant. The principal fluctuations 
are shown in the appended list:

The firmness noticed in cur last as regards 
this article bas been further stimulated by 
cables received to-day, which report another 
advance in values at both the Smyrna and 
London markets, under free buying not only 
for this market but for China and other Conti- 
nental countries. The demand here, as is 
usual when sudden changes occur, has not re- 
spordced with that degree of promptness that 
holders could wish, although under the pres- 
ent condition of the foreign markets few of 
them are anxious sellers at current prices, be- 
lieving that within afew days ‘higher prices 
will be the order of the day. Early in the 
week a few single cases were p!aced at $2 85, 
but at the close the general quotations ranged 
from $2 874@2 90, with some holders naming 
$300 for extra high test quality. There are 
various estimates of the amount purchased by 
holders here for shipment before the price was 
advanced abroad, aad while some claim only 
400 cs others intimate it is considerable above 
this quantity. There has only been a moderate 
demand for broken packages, buyers evident- 
ly preferring to purchase only as current ne- 
cessities require, which they are able to do at 
prices ranging from $2 90@3 00, as to quantity 
and holder. Powdered opium has been further 
advanced, an is only offered in a limited way at 
$4 00@4 25, as to quantity and holder. 


The demand for morphine continnes good, 
although manufacturers are offering with less 
degree of freedom, owing to the firm position 
of the opium market. Whether any advance 
will be made inthe near future by the makers 
it is hard to say, evidently buyers do not pro- 
pose being left, are anticipating such an event 
by replenishing their depleted stocks at current 
prices named by the various makers. Scotch 
is meeting with more inquiry, with prices 
steady at $1 80@2 05, as to quantity and style of 
packing. 

Quinine. 

Following our last there was considerable 
business done in German bulk from second 
hands—in all about 33,000 ozs at 47c. The 
placing of these lots imparted rather more 
strength to the market and at the close to day 
the general quotations ranged from 48@50c, as 
to brand and holder. The consumptive de- 
mand has only been moderate, buyers contin- 


_ uing the same hand-to-mouth style of doing 


business, and rarely do their orders exceed 
jobbing proportions. The receipts continue to 
flow in, but as these are generally under con- 
tract for consumption in the West, little of it 
finds its way on the market here. Domestic 
makes are meeting with the usual jobbing de- 
mand at prices within the range named by the 
various manufacturers. Little interest was 
shown as regards the result of the auction sale 
of barks in London to-day. The offerings 
were quite large, they being 3,400 bales, of 
whieh 2,100 found buyers at previous prices of 
8d to 344d. The London Commercial Record of 
the llth inst, says: ‘“‘There is no change to re- 
port in this market; the public sales on the 7th 
inst. passed off with a steady but quiet tone, 
and prices showed no material alteration, The 
bulk of the offerings consisted as usual of 
Eastern growths, which was nearly all ab- 
sorbed by the trade demand. With regard to 
the recent statements as to the acreage under 
cultivation in Java, which have been much ex- 
aggerated, we have it on competent authority 
that the land planted does not exceed 20,000 
acres, planted, however, with the richest v. rie- 
ties, yielding from 6 to 8 ver cent of quinine 
sulphate. Of Ceylon chinchona, 1,770 bales 
were catalogued, and about 1.550 bales found 
buyers without change in prices; the bulk 
consisted of common quality, and very few 
bark realized as much 4s 1s or upward, one lot 
touvhing the now extreme price of 1s 6d per 
Ib; when, however, it is considered that it re- 
quires a4per cent bark, at present price, to 
realize over 1s per lb, this will not appear so re- 
markable.”

Special Taxes on Bitters in Georgia. 


The Internal Revenue Collector at Atlanta’ 
Ha., bas issued to his deputies instructions as to 
lability of vintners and manufacturers 
nd dealersin certain medicinal compounds, 
p the special tax on wines. Manufacturers 
ili not be allowed to sell in but une place. If 
ey sell in more than one they are liable to 
p special tax as retail ijquor dealers. In the 
e of medicinal compounds, bitters, elixirs, 
onics, etc., containing large proportions of 
ed spirits, wher sold and used as alcoholic 
verages by the purchasers, the person go sell- 
shall be regarded as a liquor dealer and 
ble to the special tax as such, regardless of 
he selier’s intention. The Collector holds that 
np all such compounds which are capable of 
ing used both asa medicine and a beverage, 
he use to which they are applied after being 
jurchased will determine the liability of the 
es selling. The fact that they are sold in 
ne place and used there as medicine will not 
considered if sold elsewhere and used asa 
verage. 

The medicinal compounds, bitters, etc., to 
hich this ruling applies, are those articles 
hich contain such a proportion of distilled 
its or alcoho! that when used will produce 
ntoxication before having a medicinal effect. 
p Collector makes this ruling because it is 
ported that in a number of dry counties these 
Ompounds are being sold as substitutes for 
quor. Parties held liable under this decision, 
nd persons or firms manufacturing the same, 
be required to pay a special tax as recti- 
re of $100 per annum, and also when sold in 
quantity than five galions will be required 
pay a retail tax of $25. and1n quantities over 
ye gallons the wholesale tax of $100. The 
pliector. under this ruling has already re- 
uired one well knuwn manufacturer to pay 
® rectifier’s and wholesale taxes for the man- 
facture and sale of such compounds,

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Wholesale Drug Prices. 

**Prices in many lines of the wholesale drug 
trade are lower than they have ever been,” said 
& member of a wholesale drug house in Pitts- 
burg last week. “Opium, morphine and quin- 
ine are the articles which have decreased most 
strikingly. Opium has dropped to a figure 
never dreamed of before. It once ruled as 
high as $15 to $18, and of late years $6 to $4 50a 
pound hag been considered a very moderate 
price. Morphine is very low at $225 a grain. 
Quinine isaway down. I can remember the 
time when it brought $5 50 an ounce, and that 
was not so many years ago, either. But the 
article that has uadergone the most remarka- 
ble feduction in price is cocaine. Two or three 
years ago it brought $5 a grain; now it is down 
toafew cents a grain. What is the cause? 
Why competition. You know this wonderful 
anesthetic was introduced to the public only a 
short time ago. It produced a greater sensa- 
tiom than any other medical discovery for 50 
years. Its efficacy in deadening pain and ren- 
dering possibie the most delicate surgical oper- 
ations, especially upon the eye, is simply mar- 
velous. When it first came into notice there 
was but one manutactory in the United States 
where it was prepared. Now there are four in 
New York and one in the West. The reduction 
in pr,ce has increased the sales tremendously.” 

The druggist was asked if there 18 much de- 
maud for vupium and morphine. He repliea: 
“Yes the demand for those drugs is increasing 
every year. I don’t mean this statement to 
indicate that the opium and morphine habits 
are growing. Idonobelieve they are. But 
more legitimate uses to which these subtie 
drugs ean be put have been discovered. The 
consumption of quinine 1s also very good at 
the present time. In fact, the increased de- 
mand for drugs makes it possible to get some 
profit from their sale, even at the greatly re- 
duced prices.”

Salol, the New Antiseptic. 

At the British Pharmaceutical Coaference 
Mr. Moss read a paper on “Salol.” This new 
antiseptic is prepared from curbolic and sali- 
cylic acids, and contains the latter acid and the 
radicle phenyl in combination, but does not 
give the chemical reactions of either of these 
bodies. In studying the properties of salol, Mr. 
Moss observed that when it was treated with 
caustic soda and afterwards super-saturated 
with an acid, a distinct odor of phenol was ob- 
servable; also that the violet coloration with 
ferric chioride was afforded by the neutralized 
alkaline solution. These results, which were 
repeatedly confirmed, show that salol is de- 
composed by an alkali,and lead Mr. Moss to 
dispute the statemeat by Professor Voo Nencki 
that salol is decomposed in the duodenum by 
the pancreatic ferment. Mr. Moss also ob- 
served that digestion with saliva decomposes 
salol, Hetherefore concludes that it is the 
contained alkali,and not the ferment of the 
pancreatic juic®, which brings about the reso- 
lution of this new antipyretic: Obviously it 
passes through the stomach undecomposed, 
because the gastric juice is acid. The prepara- 
tion of salol was referred to. The author had 
tried to produce it by dissolviug salicylic acid 
in excefs of phenol, but the fermer did not 
wholly combine; he therefore suggested that a 
more rationol method for its preparativn 
would be to pass a stream of bydrochloric acid 
nto the mixture of salicilate and pheny! of so- 
dium, which exists at the mid-stage of the 
manufacture of salicylic acid. The question as 
to whether salol is salicylate of pheny! or 
pheny! salicylic acid was briefly discussed, and 
the papers concluded by reference to the phe- 
nyl content aad the dosage. In the course of 
the discussion Professor Armstrong pointed 
out that it would not be possible to prepare sa- 
lol, as was suggested, by treating the midway 
product inthe manufacture of salicylic acid 
with a mineral acid, because that product is a 
basic salicylate, and not a mixture of carbolate 
and phenate.— Chemist 1nd Druggtst,

Certain Derivatives of Hymenodicty- 
onine, 
BY W. A. H. NAYLOR, F. C. 8.* 

In continuing my study of the alkaloid hy- 
menodictyonine my latest efforts have been 
directed toward gaining some knowledge of its 
behavior when acted upon by iodine, bromine, 
aad oxidizing agents. An outline of the work- 
ing details and the results obtained are supplied 
by the following paragraphs:—On gradnally 





adding 4 weak solution of iodine in ether to an ! 


ethereal solution of the alkaloid the iodine be- 
came decolorized, anda deep orange-red pre- 
cipitate was formed, which quickly agglutin- 
ated and presented the appearance of a black 
resinous mass. By continuing the addition of 
iodine until it ceased to be decolorized an 
excess could readily be recognized. The regult- 
ant varnish-like mass was washed freely with 
ether—in which it was but little soluble—ana 
then treated with hot alcohol. It was soluble 
to a considerable extent in culd alcohol, but its 
solubility increased with increase of tempera- 
ture. It was hoped that by the use of a limited 
quantity of this solvent, acting on the com 

pound at a suitable temperature, to be ascer- 
tained by experiment, followed by a gradual 
process Of cooling, a crystalline derivative 
would separate out. The expectation was not 
realized, for the substance that separated under 


these conditions was always amorphous. 


The experiment was next tried of adding

iodine in large excess to a solution of the alka- 
loid in much ether. This had the effect of ; ro- 
ducing a more flocculent precipitate at the 
moment of its formation, but towards the end 
of the reaction ths several particles began to 
coalesce. This viscid mass was treated pre- 
cisely as the previous one, and refused to be 


coaxed into crystallizing. 


A third attempt was made by precipitating a 
weak solution of the alkaloid in ether with 
rather less iodine than would be required to 
The precipi- 
tate was subjected to the same treatment as 
the previous ones, and resembled them in the 
granular appearances of their separations 
from alcohol, notwithstanding the inducement 
to assume some definite form offered by the 
varying temperatures to which they were sub- 


produce complete precipitation, 


jected. 


Although after much labor and thought I 
have failed to obtain an iodo-derivative ina 
crystalline form, I do not regard it as one of 
those organic principles to which the faculty 
of crystallization has been denied, but believe 
that a more perfect knowledge of the condi- 


tion of its formation in a state of purity would 
lead to its production. This belief is encour- 
aged by a close correspondence to a possible 
formula which may be assigned to the iodo 
compound prepared by the method last de- 
scribed, that of iccomplete precipitation. That 
portion of the viscid mass which dissolved in a 
limited quantity of hot alcohol and separated 
out on cooling gave in a series of iodine deter- 
minations by combustion with quicklime the 
equivalent of 4752 per cent. The formula 
(Cos 4aoNa)alg 2HI would require 47,92 per cent 
ofiodine. Throughout these combustions it 
was observed that a fatty-looking substance 
distilled over, having the characteristic odor of 
naphthaline. From solution in alcohol it crys- 
tallized in white scales, 

Several attempts were made to produce a 
crystalline bromo derivative, but without suc- 
cess, The flocculent precipitate which resuit- 
ed from the reaction of ethereal solutions of 
bromine and alkaloid alter treatment with hot 
alcohol gave on cooling a granular-looking 
body, which was chiefly remarkable for the fa- 
cility with which it parted with a portion of 
its bromine. Astatedand definitecompound 
was not obtained. 

The action of oxidising agents on the alkaloid 
next claimed attention. The alkaloid was con- 
verted into suipbate, and to its aqueous solu- 
tion was gradually added a one per cent aque- 


















which on cooling gave a deposit, and when 
quite cool was filtered. The filtrate was evap- 
orated, taken up with water, and converted 
into a silver salt, which was decomposed by 
sulphuretted hydrogen. Filtration, evapora- 
tion, and subsequent purification ot the residue 
with alcohol and water left a feebly-colored 
acid having the following properties: 

It was markedly acid to htmusand hada bit- 
teracid taste. It dissolved readily in alcohol 
and water and was but little soluble in ether. 
It united both with bases and acids. Its hydro- 
chloride in aqueous solution, when evaporated 
over sulphuric acid, assumed an arborescent 
crystallisation; the platino-chloride under the 
same conditions crystallised in plates or prisms. 
The acid was not preeipitated with sulphate of 
copper, but gave with nitrate ofsilvera white 
gelatinous precipitate, which in the moist state 
became rapidly reduced on exposure. Lead 
acetate gave a white granular precipitate. 
Two determinations of the platinum inthe pla- 
tino-chloride dried at 115 deg. C. gave 29.50 per 
cent of platinum, The formula (CsH,NO; 
HCI), PtCl, requires 29.72 per cent of platinum 
and thisis the platino-chloride of a pyridine- 
mono-carboxylic acid, viz, C;H, N, COOH. 
Further, the acid, or one of itssalts, when dis- 
tilled with lime, yielded asa product of decom- 
position a volatile base which possessed the 
peculiar odor and general properties of pyri- 
dine. This property of the acid, coupled with 
its bebaviour towards reagents and the per- 
centage o platinum in its platino chloride, 
may be accepted as reliable evidence that it isa 
carboxylic derivative of pyridine. If nitric 
acid be used in place of potassium permangan- 
ate the same acid is obtained. 

It would therefore appear that in common 
with the rest of the non-oxygenated alkaloids 
bymenodictyonine is constitutionally related 
to pyridine. 

Mr. Alcock observed that a doctor—an Indian 
authority—told them at the Conference three 
years ago in London that the hymenodictyon 
plant was considered to be a valuable febri- 
fuge if it could be brought into some pharma- 
ceutical shape. He wished, therefore, to ask 
Mr. Naylor what was the best solvent to get 
out the whole of the principle of a strength, 
one in one, or something of that kiad? 

Mr Naylor replied that he did not know of 
any single solvent capable of removing the 
whole of the alkaloid from the bark. But asa 
single solvent, alcohol was by far the best. He 
might be alloyed to say that he had retained a 





considerable proportion of the alkaloid with 
the view of placing it in the hands of some 
eminent physiologist; so he hoped now that its 
chemistry had been fairly studied, that they 
would soon be able to know something about 
its physiological action. (Applause.)

presumed to know his partner’s acts and was bound by them. 


He holds that Johann Hoff’s delay in proceeding took away hi 
right to the injunction and account. 


We are advised that the Supreme Court of the United States has 
decided that while an inventor may lose his right to an account for 
damages by delay, his right to an injunction against infringers remains. 


The manufacturer has appealed at once to that tribunal and con- 
fidently hopes for a reversal of Judge Wallace’s judgement, as it seems 
unjust that men should be allowed to advertise themselves as selling 
the inventor's article when in point of fact they do not.

They 
were 70,421 tons, as compared with 68,783 tons 
for the same period of 1885. 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent is meeting with 
the usual jobbing demand. Rather more busi- 
ness is reported for shipments direct to Bos- 
ton extending over September and October, 
owing to lower ocean freightg being obtain- 
able for that port. There is no change in val- 
ues, which remain steady at 120@1 25c as to 
brand and quantity, while for some special 
makes from store up to 135c is demanded. 
High test is without animation; the consump- 
tlon of this article is gradually growing less 
and less every year. The sales comprise 40 
tons at prices ranging from 120@1 22l¢c, as to 
make and holder, while to place a round lot a 
shade under our inside figure would be accept- 
ed. In speaking of the Liverpool market under 
date of Sept. 11, Messrs. G. & L. Pilkington 
say: ‘Soda ash, though not much business has 
been reported, continues very steady, and few 
makers have any to sell for early delivery. We

we hear that the market is generally firm at 1d 
net to 144d, snd makers are sanguine as to 
future prospects.”

The 
arrivals of high-test BM have been quite free 
during the week, the bulk of these arrivals, 
however, have been for delivery upon August 
and September contracts.

The other high-test refined 
alkalies are in ample stock to meet all demands, 
with prices steady and unchanged. 

Newcastle soda ash, 48 per cent, has arrived 
quite freely during the week, a steamer with a 
full cargo having come to hand,the bulk of 
which, however, was placed for consumption 
previously. Rather more inquiry has been 

made during the past few days for shipments 
extending over the period of next fire, as it is 
currently reported among the trade that the 
diferences have been satisfagporily adjusted

High test is in better stock, for which holders 
are asking 1 17}¢c, with 1 I5c bid and declined, 
The shipments from Newcastle to the United 
States and Canada forthe past eight months 
were 9,415 tons, as against 8,911 tons for the 
same period of 1885, 

Caustic soda 60 per cent is in better request 
for shipments to come forward during Septem- 
ber and October, thesaies aggregating 400 dms 
at 270@2 5c asto brand, quantity and holder, 
For store lots the price ranges from 2 85@2 90c 
as to quantity and holder. High test continues 
to arrive quite freely, the bulk, however, be- 
ing deliveries upon existing contracts. Rather 
more business is reported for shipments to 
come forward beforethe close of the canal 
navigation at 2 47}40, the sales aggregating 1500 
dms. Several offers of 2 4244@2 45c have been 
made for round lots for both 70and 74 per cent, 
but so far have been declined, as at present 
prices quoted abroad, unless low rates of 
freight could be obtained, would not pay first 
cost. The jobbing demand has only been mod- 
erate as nearly all of the large consumers are 
under contract for this year and rarely come in 
the market for goods except in the absence of 
their usual monthly stocks. The sales comprise 
175 dms at 26244@2 Sic as to quantity and 
holder. The shipments from Liverpool for the 
past eight months were 22,456 tons against 22,- 
353 tons for 1885 and from Newcastle 560 tons as 
compared with 1,388 tons for the same period 
of 1885. Messrs. G. & L. Pilkington in their cir- 
cular say: “Caustic soda is better and there 
has been a considerable business done during 
the week at £8 5s and £7 5s for 70 and 60 per 
cent respectively, but there is none now at 
these prices and the market closes firm at £8 63 
4d and £7683d; £8 786d and £77%s 6d being 
asked by some makers. Makers are very fully 
sold for this month and stocks are light, and 
with several orders in the market still to be 
filled, we anticipate a further advance in prices. 
Cream caustic continues steady at £6 17s 6d on 
rails at makers’ works.” 

Bleaching powder continues in the same 
strong position that has characterized this arti- 
cle for some weeks past. Early in the week 
cables were received saying that £7 5s had been 
paid for prompt, the article being scarce even 
at this figure. The result was that a further 
stimulus was given to the market, and those 
who had expected a reaction were doomed to 
disappointment, as the market has retained all 
of its strong appearance with values tending 
upwards. Owing to cheaper ocean freights 
the Boston market is a shade lower than here, 
although no prime brands are procurable un- 
der 1 1 @1 75c, as to brand and holder. The ar- 
rivals have only been moderate and are gene- 
rally sold previous to arrival. At the close the 
market was steady and firm at 180@1 85c as to 
brand, quantity and holder, with sales of 450 
cks reported witnin the range. The shipments 
from Liverpool to the United States and Canada 
show a slight falling off as compared with 1885, 
while from Newcastle there is an increase; in 
the former they were 25,942 tons against 26,116 
tons for 1885, the latter being 3,603 tons as com- 
pared with 1,857 tons for 1885. Messrs. G. & L. 
Pilkington in speaking of the Liverpool mar- 
ket under date of Sept. 1l, say: “The improve- 
ment mentioned in our last has continued, and 
there has been a further sharp advance in 
prices. Hard wood opened at £6 l5s, and after 
a few transactions advanced to £7. This 
checked business for a time, but at the close 
buyers have come in, and several sales are re- 
ported at the latter price, and one maker re- 
ports having refused this figure. The tendency 
is still up, and £7 5s@7 10s are the prices now 
talked of. Soft wood has been in very good 
demand, and a good business is reported at 
£6 100, on rails Widnes and St. Helens, but we 
do not think there is much more to be got at 
this price, and some makers ure now asking is 
perton advance. From Newcastle, bleach is 
reported firm at £6 16s net and £7 net asked.” 

Sal soda English has arrived quite freely 
during the week, all of which, however, has 
been placed from dock for consumption at 8@ 
87}4c,a8 to quantity and holder. The market is 
firm at 95c for store lots, the sales aggregating 
650 tons within the range. Theshipments from 
Neweastle for the past eight months were 
10,899 tons as compared with 6,733 tons for same 
period of 1835. Late mail advices say; “Makers, 
backed by some speculators, have started a 
*boom’ in soda crystals, but such operations 
having on previous occasions signally failed, 
there seems no reasun to expect that the pres- 
ent attempt will be attended with mure thana 
mere temporary success. The existing state of 
supply and demand, which is really the crucial 
test, does not warrant such an operation, but 
the producers are no doubt feeling sorely the 
pinch of low prices, and even a slight advance 
would be heartily welcomed.”’ 

Sal soda American is meeting with an im- 
proved demand. The sales comprise 300 tons 
for delivery over September and October at 
8734@05c, f o b, less 144 per cent for cash, as to
